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Harry Oxley 





America’s most successful and controversial 
speedway promoter 


“The man who said that Costa Mesa’s noise problems would be solved if someone 
put a silencer over Harry Oxley’s mouth was typical of those who see America’s 
premier (speedway) promoter as nothing but a loudmouth. In a country where 
those who shout the loudest often achieve the most, Oxley can raise his decibel level 
with the best, but his critics are generally motivated by jealousy and envy of his 
ability to survive and prosper.” So began a recent article on Oxley in the British 
Speedway Star weekly magazine.

For the past 10 years since he and 
partner Jack Milne, former World 
Speedway Champion, revived 
speedway racing in this country, Harry 
Oxley has been a highly visible, out- 
spoken, and controversial figure in this 
relatively small but highly charged 
form of circle racing. Oxley has been a 
prime mover in southern California 
speedway racing, and neither his 
critics nor his admirers will argue that 
he really cares about the sport. It is 
precisely this concern and a certain 
willingness to fight for what he believes 
to be the “best thing for the sport” that 
has caused him to be so controversial. 
Some of the other people involved in 
speedway haven't always agreed with 
Oxley’s ideas of what was best for the 


sport, but in most cases he has been 
right. 

The past three seasons of racing 
have been a bit lean on the small 
southern California circuit, not quite 
reaching the heighths of popularity 
achieved during the 1973-1975 
seasons. The team racing concept, 
attempted in 1976, fizzled; 1977 was 
plagued by a rider strike, and the past 
several seasons have seen a drain of 
some of our best riders to England to 
race in the British League. Despite the 
loss of Scott Autrey, Bruce Penhall, 
Kelly Moran, Mike Caruso, Steve 
Gresham and this season, Bobby 
Schwartz, Ron Preston and Dennis 
Sigalos, Oxley and the other SoCal 
promoters are optimistic about the 
future of speedway in California and 
America. One of the big reasons for 
this optimism ts the recent affiliation 
with the American Motorcyclist 
Association. For the first time in 11 


years, the southern California 
speedway circuit will not be running 
under its own association sanction. 


This affiliation could have come 
about even sooner, perhaps last year, 
except that Oxley still had a lawsuit 
against the AMA involving a last 
minute pulled sanction of the 1976 
annual U.S. vs. the World match 
races. The lawsuit has since been 
settled and says Oxley, “We have come 
to a meeting of the minds.” 

He would also like to point out that 
the one had absolutely nothing to do 
with the other; in other words, 
affiliation was not a term in coming to 
an agreement on the lawsuit. Both 
Oxley and the AMA have been slowly 
heading in that direction for years. 
Oxley’s hesitancy was based on the 
amount of time and personnel the 
national organization was willing or 
able to devote to speedway. 


One of the primary reasons for the 
affiliation, in addition to helping the 
sport grow, is that it will help solve the 
rider drain problem either through a 
rider exchange program with the 
British League or possibly some ruling 
to bring American riders home for a 
certain number of meetings per year 
— a condition imposed by several of 
the Scandinavian countries for their 
riders who race in British League. 

“The expense of returning the rider to 
his home country several times a year 
ts picked up by the British promoters,” 
says Oxley, “because if he wants a 
rider who ts good, it’s worth it to him. 
He'll figure that in the cost of the 
rider's contract. Otherwise, at this 
time they are just ripping off some of 
our good warm bodies, and if it 
continues without any exchange, it 
could really hurt our sport here. It 
seems as though we are running a 
training school, and that’s not right.” 


Why did you become involved in 
speedway racing? 

“Because I liked racing; I never really 
thought at first that it was going to be 
a money maker. In the beginning I 
thought if we could put 1500 people a 
night in the grandstands it would be a 
big deal. Someone from Cycle News, 
during our first ever practice at Costa 
Mesa, said ‘How are you going to draw 
people when a short track can’t?’ I 
said, ‘We are going to appeal to a non- 
motorcycling group, we hope.’ It 
worked out that way, fortunately. The 
original idea was to provide 
entertainment rather than motorcycle 
racing. 

Did the fact that J.C. Agajanian was 
drawing the motorcycle people to his 
Friday night half mile show at the 
time have anything to do with your 
idea? 

“Yes. Aggie was drawing real well for 
the half mile in those days, but no 
other form of motorcycle racing was, 
and motocross hadn't really got going 
yet. I felt there was entertainment 
value rather than motorcycle value in 
speedway racing.” 

You seem to have been right. 

“Yeah. Well, people told me at first 
that it was just a three-year cycle, that 
it would go three years and just die, 
because it always had. Now we are 
starting our 11th year. 

“Some of the tracks which have 
come along in recent years have grown 
faster than we did in the beginning as 
they have had the advantage of 
experienced riders who knew what the 
show was and how to put on a good 
show. They knew they had to keep 
their leathers clean and how to keep 
their bikes in top shape. In the 
beginning we had the old JAPs and 
some bikes that had been dragged out 
of the garages where they had been 
stored.”

Just what is the entertainment value 
in speedway that has caused it to 
grow and or maintain enough fans to 
justify a weekly show? 
“What I hear from the fans who are 
not necessarily motorcycle enthusiasts, 
which is the key, is that we provide 
non-stop action. These fans are people 
who go to the movies once in a while. 
They are just people and their families 
who are looking for entertainment. 
“We run 26 races in less than a two- 
hour period. There is always 
something going on — the fans aren't 
sitting there watching some guy drag 
the track half the night. You're not 
there so long your butt starts to hurt 
from sitting on the wood seat. You're 
there two hours, and then you're gone, 
and you've seen 24 to 26 races. You've 
seen an awful lot jammed into one 
short period of time, and I think that’s 
the key to it. In many other types of 
racing, not just motorcycles, 
spectators are hung up on delays, 
restarts and caution flags. They just 
don’t get the non-stop action speedway 
has to offer.” 
How much does the “star rider” 
concept as opposed to the brand 
competition in most other forms of 
motorcycle racing have to do with 
the success of speedway racing? 
“Since we don’t have a brand 
competition, we almost have to have a 
personality competition. You get 
showy riders vs. just competent riders 
who race on the pole so the fans 
develop favorites. A big appeal is tọ go 
to the races to see “your guy” ride. If 
you have never been to speedway, after 








you are there for 20 minutes you've got 
“your guy.” You've already figured 
that one out. That's the first thing you 
do figure out when you go to the races 
is which rider you like. You may only 
know him for a month or so as the guy 
in the orange leathers; you might not 
even know his name — but that’s the 
guy you watch for. Then you have 
second and third hero and right on 
down the line. That is tremendously 
important to the sport. 

“It’s a help that everything is so close 
to the spectators. They can see the 
riders’ faces and their expressions, 
then you can go talk to them in the pits 
afterwards and find out that they are. 
pretty nice guys. The rider/fan 
relationship isa very important factor 
in the success of speedway.

What was wrong with the team 
racing concept? Why didn’t that 
work? 
“The concept was perfect — 
everything was super — it just didn’t 
work. It didn’t work because of the 
previous discussion about the ‘stars.’ 
The fans were used to seeing all of 
their heroes each week. Then, when 
we went to team racing, maybe only 
one of their heroes was on one of the 
two teams racing that week at that 
track and two of their heroes were on 
teams who weren't even there that 
night. All of a sudden we had taken 
some of their heroes away and only 
given them two per week, and maybe 
they had five. 

“If we had started in the beginning 





with team racing, it would have 
worked super. But we didn’t. Instead 
of moving the sport forward, we took 
people’s heroes away from them. They 
felt cheated. They felt we had taken 
part of the show away from them. 

“The team concept works when you 
can give the fans all, or almost all, of 
their heroes together against a team 
from some other place, like the match 
races we hold each spring, the U.S. vs. 
the World.” 

The past two years seem to have been 
more controversial than many others 
with the riders’ strike in 1977, then 
the pro and con Oxley war which 
occupied much of the Cycle News 
letters page last season. 

“Actually, controversy has been part 
of this sport since the beginning. 
We've had noise problems with the city 
(Costa Mesa). In the early days, we 
had crowd control problems. We've 
solved our problems as we went along. 

“The easiest thing about promoting 
speedway is running the race. That's 
the absolute easiest. Hardest is the 
politics and all the other ---- you have 
to put up with. If it were just going 
down and turning on the lights, fixing 
the race track and running the race, 
it’s a piece of cake. But somehow along 
the way all kinds of strange things 
happen to you, and after 10 years, I've 
had almost all of them happen. 

“Probably the worst thing, the most 
traumatic and the hardest thing I've 
ever gone through as a promoter was 
the riders’ strike. A lot of the riders 
who went on strike had ridden for us 
for eight years. You get to know them 
real well, they're your pals, and you 
are close to them, and then there was a 
split-up. They think they deserve 
more; we think we want more. You 
know you're right, they know they're 
right. You're just butting heads on the 
thing, and in the case of the strike, the 
promoters had nowhere to go. 

“We couldn’t increase our purse; 
our purses are on a percentage, so they 
do increase as the crowd increases or as 
the ticket price increases. As there are 
more dollars, the riders make more 
money. They wanted an increase in 
purse which we couldn't provide and

the riders felt we were telling them a 
story, that we could in fact provide it 
‘cause everybody knows that all 
promoters are fat and wealthy. 
Everybody knows that all promoters 
over the world are that way.

“It was just kind of an impasse and 
it worked itself out, but it worked itself 
out the hard way. I think it left some 
bad feelings between — well, at first 
— the riders and myself, but now I've 
forgotten any bad feelings that I had, 
with the riders really. You have to 
forget it. 

“A majority of the riders are not too 
well experienced in business, as such, 
and they don’t understand some of the 
costs and some of the problems that we 
have, They understand that when they 
go to the gas station to go to the track 
they buy gas for their truck and now it 
is 80¢ a gallon, and it used to be 40¢. 
They understand that a piston that 
used to cost them $40 is $68. Those 
things they do understand because 
they are directly affected by them. But 
they don’t understand that our costs 
have multiplied at the same or a much 
greater rate than theirs. We're all in 
the same boat. Neither the rider nor 
the promoter is coming out financially 
as well as they did six years ago. 

Now, about the letters in Cycle 
News last year — it is subject I wanted 
to discuss. I don’t remember ever 
answering a letter in print. I just don’t 
believe in firing up a controversy; one 
letter leads to another which leads to 
another, When a person presents their 
personal point of view in a letter to a 
newspaper, as soon as it is printed, it 
kind of becomes fact. So, if they say 
you are a dirty guy and you send a 
letter and defend yourself, you sure 
are a dirty guy and you are trying"t6 
make excuses why you're not. So I sort 
of shine the publicity, good or bad. I 
read it, but I feel that discretion is the 
point of order on replies to poison pen 
letters and that sort of thing, in the 
trade papers especially.” 

A friend of yours recently made the 
comment that one of the reasons he 
feels you are so successful is your 
ability to let all the flack and 
harassment that arises roll off your 
back. 

“Well, a guy told me a long time ago 
— this is one of those ‘an old man once 
told me’ stories — well, this old man 
told me that when you're pointing 
your finger at somebody, remember 
you got three pointing back at 
yourself. Yeah, try that. I always 
thought it was a good lesson.

So, if you run around an tell 
everybody that I’m a dirty guy, and 
they believe you and I’m really not, 
pretty soon they'll find it out for 
themselves. Then you are the one 
that’s on the hook. So I try and let it 
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roll off. Naturally, I have feelings like 
everyone else, and I get upset. But I 
try and do my yelling inside my own 
home.” 


But you do feel strongly about the 
Santa Ana track. We’d like a few 
comments on that situation, 
particularly since the riders who 
rode there last year were fined when 
they returned to the association 
tracks. 

“Yes, they were fined a token fine of 
$50. The Speedway Racing Associa- 
tion (former sanctioning body) used to 
assess a $500 fine, and it was enforced 
rigidly. By the way the National 
Speedway Association, under whose 
sanction we ran last year, was basically 
the riders’ association. The promoters 
didn’t have a vote on their board. We 
went to their meetings as advisors. I'd 
be lying if I said we had no influence, 
we did and do, but we let the riders 
run the show as much as possible and 
make and enforce the rules because 
they are much more directly affected 
by the majority of the rules than the 
promoters are. And they understand 
the problems. 

“As far as Santa Ana is concerned 
— I hate to give them any publicity — 
my personal feeling is that I got shot at 
because I'm the closest. They are less 
than 10 miles from our Costa Mesa 
race track. We aren't in a sport that 
draws tens of thousands of spectators a 
week to any one track. We work hard 
to get spectators, then someone opens 
up within 10 miles without even 
requesting to come into the

volume starts dropping off, we'll have 
a problem. We have to have quite a 
few people in the stands just to break 
even. A few years ago, we could break 
even on half the people we need now. 
For example, a simple thing, and 
there are many of them, is the dirt that 
goes on the track has gone from $3.25 
a ton to $9.80 a ton in the last eight 
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years. Our ticket prices have not 
followed that kind of inflation.” 


Do you feel you would lose many of 
the people if you had to reflect those 
kind of increases in your prices? 
“Yes. Half the appeal of our event, 
why it is a family event, is because it is 
inexpensive. A fellow can bring his 
wife and kids and maybe spend $15 for 
everything including cokes and some 
hotdogs. If he takes them all to the 
movies he'll spend $25. I feel a lot of 
the appeal is in the price, so I am very 
tender about ever raising the ticket 
price because I think that would hurt 
us. 

“We are going to have to draw some 
heavy numbers, like 10,000 per night 


to make all the riders and promoters ` 


really happy again and the only way I 
can see that happening is to get into 
more sophisticated advertising, TV 
advertising. The only way that will 
happen is if all the promoters get 
together and split the cost of the spots 
and advertise all of the tracks in one 


/ 





spot rather than each of us just going 
to our own local radio station for a $50 
spot which, by the way, used to be $18, 


each individual track. I feel that type 


of advertising is a definite possibility 
for this season. We'll have to go also to 
the big stations, KMET and KLOS for 
example, and get together to pay the 
higher rates. Not one of us can afford 
that type of advertising alone. 

Some people claim that you are a 
benevolent, or perhaps not so 
benevolent, dictator of speedway 
racing in this country. 

“It’s almost common knowledge to the 
point where it is considered a fact. 
But it’s not the truth. It’s common 
knowledge that I’m such a dictator 
and I run everything, that a large 
majority of the riders even believe that 
I own the San Bernardino track and 
the Ventura track. Neither of those 
beliefs are true. I wish I did own San 
Bernardino because it’s really doing 
well. The only one they haven't 
figured out is Ascot — they know I

association. No one knew, really what 
he had for safety, for insurance or 
anything else. 

“The man jumps into a market area 
that is just supporting the one track, 
and I don’t see where it can support 
two. Fact is, it has proven it can’t in 
my estimation. We share the same 
newspapers and radio stations and it 
gets confusing. I just don't feel there is 
room for two tracks that close. 






wide triple-bermed “Bel-Ray Bend.” 10 or more riders 
will be side by side as they all rocket out of this turn 
and hit the “Scott Slope.’ They return to the ground 
just in time to slam into a berm, get sideways and 

hit the “Bosch Bumps.” They get a few seconds to 
recover before they tackle a 30-foot mountain and 

an airborne flight, the distance of over 12 parked 
cars. Upon landing, a 180° turn is made and then

the fastest riders will clear. After squaring off another 
turn, irregular angled “whoops” come up that can 
send a rider over the bars and into the 12th row seats. 
The riders are then catching gears, at hyper speeds, 
through a big sweeper and down a long straight, 

to a jump that will suddenly send them straight up 
for a mid-air sideways turn. 
The forks are still com- 
pressed upon landing when 
the “Honda Hill” shows 

up for a possible “endo,” 
and an ungraceful start 

of the second lap. Only the 
riders who beat the 
Superdome Supertrack can 
be called Supermen 

of Supercross. 








THE SUPERMEN of Supercross always seem to 
save their best racing for the wild New Orleans 
crowd. And you can bet that they will be unleashing 
stored up nuclear energy on June 2, after having a 
6-week break in the Supercross Schedule. “Hurricane” 
Hannah, who won every title he could last year, will 
be smokin’ for his second Superdome trophy to 

put on his mantle. “Typhoon” Tripes will be trying 
even harder this year to do what he almost did last 
year—blow the Hurricane out to sea. The “Jammer” 
has done it twice this year—everyone knows he can 
do it again. 77 other Supermen will be pumped to 
the max in the New Orleans excitement. Expect 

the berm-destroying, handlebar-bouncing best trom 
“Rocket Rex" Staten, Jim Ellis, Marty Smith, Gaylon 
Mosier, Kent Howerton, Darrel Shultz and all of 
America’s best earth movers. You've never seen the 
pros boogie to the max, until you've seen them 

in New Orleans. 


THE SUPERTRACK is an engineering marvel 
constructed with 25 million pounds of loamy delta 
dirt. What the riders see from the starting gate is 
the toughest and most challenging track on the 
supercross tour. When the gate drops, the riders 
explode down the starting straight-a-way into the

“If someone was to open a track in 
the San Fernando Valley or San Diego 
or, as they did last year, in Ventura, 
I'll be the first one to go help them 
because I want to see our sport grow 
and succeed. The only way that will 
happen is to have good promoters and 
more promoters, But I don’t see any 
future in one track stepping out right 
on another one’s doorstep just because 
they think there is a built-in crowd. I 
feel, personally, that is the situation 
with the Santa Ana track. It doesn’t 
help the sport grow to divide the 
existing crowd. We are a little jealous 
of those people; we feel they are our 
people because we put a lot of years 
into building a crowd. When someone 
comes in and parks on your doorstep, 
it upsets you.” 

With all the escalating costs is it still 

feasible for speedway racing to 

continue? 

“Yes. The promoters can continue as 
18 long as they have a volume. Now if the

don’t own Aggie’s track — but they 
can’t figure out how he got in. 

The truth is that the dictatorship is 
tagged on me because I’m not afraid 
to speak out. And when it comes to the 
sport of speedway where I’m so totally 
involved, I do speak up! If something is 
wrong, I scream about it until it is 
right. And if it doesn’t get right I keep 
on screaming about it. So, they figure, 
‘Well, Oxley gets his own way in 
everything he does.’ 

“But if you look back over the years 
at what I’ve wanted when I've wanted 
my own way — the majority of the 
times (people out there in readership 
land will probably doubt this) — but it 
has been for the good of the sport. 
When I've screamed about something, 
it has been for something which would 
increase crowds or increase safety. Of 
course, when you examine that 
statement, when you are helping the 
sport out you’re helping Oxley out. He 
is one of the promoters of the sport. 
Sure, that’s ture; but we are also 


helping the riders and the State of 
California out as they own the Costa 
Mesa fairgrounds. So any increase is 
doing a lot of people good.” 

Well, perhaps you’re the most visible 
person involved with speedway. 
“That's probably true. A lot of times I 
wish I didn’t make myself the most 
visible because I’m the one who gets all 
the flack for the whole deal. That’s 
where the ‘fact’ that Im the 
‘godfather’ or the ‘czar’ or whatever 
comes from.

There are even some of your critics 
who would say you have done a lot 
for the sport of speedway racing in 
this country. 


“Well, those people normally say that 
I've done a lot for myself.” 
You made the comment not too long 
ago that the reason speedway hasn’t 
grown in this country is due to the 
lack of promoters willing to make an 
investment in the sport. 
“That's true. I think probably the 
speedway garden spot of the country is 
Atlanta, Georgia, but no one has 
made an effort in that area. A little 
effort has been made in Florida and 
some in New York which is doing well. 
You see so many people in this country 
who so badly want to be entertained. 
They will go once a year to see the ‘big 
motorcycle race’ in their area, and 
then they just go home. They don’t 
have any type of weekly show to go to. 
To get that to work, to get it started 
takes a promoter who will put out the 
effort. Sacramento is a good example. 
Al Lauer ramrodded the whole 
operation into being. 

“Speedway is an outdoor sport, so 
anywhere you can run cars for several

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weeks out of the year you can have 
speedway racing. But you do have to 
work at it. We have had about 115 
promoters over the past 10 years in 
southern California. Some weren’t 
successful because they didn’t want to 
put up with the headaches and 
expense for two or three years to make 
it work. They come to Costa Mesa and 
see the set up and think, ‘Oh boy. I'm 
going to go make a $100,000 this year.’ 
That’s the figure in their mind because 
that’s what Oxley makes; hell everyone 
knows that!” 

But if you really want to be a 
speedway promoter and make the 
investment, who do you ask? How do 
you find out about speedway? 
Through the AMA? 

“Well, that’s where I’m going to be 
just a little critical, in a constructive 
way, because the only person at the 
AMA who knows is Bill Boyce. And he 
is not that up to date as he has so much 
work to do he is buried in everything 
else. I feel the AMA should have a 
speedway specialist, someone who can 
devote some time to the sport.” 

Do you look for that, now that 
southern California speedway is 
AMA sanctioned? 

“I'm optimistic. I feel that national 
organization and affiliation will be 
good so long as we aren't regarded as 
‘poor relation.’ 

“I’m also optimistic about our 
future since the redevelopment master 
plans for the fairgrounds include plans 
for a stadium. One of its major 
functions is to accommodate speedway 
racing, so it will probably be one of the 
finest speedway tracks in the world 
when it is completed, about 200 yards 
long. I do feel that our tracks, which 
are shorter than the English tracks, 
give excellent spectator 
entertainment. 

What are your feelings on the 
American World Championship 
qualifiers? 

“Well, we know they can’t continue 
the way they have been. Some of the 
criteria I feel that is important is that 
the qualifier must be held on a track 
similar to the one the winners will be 
competing on in Great Britain. That 
means it has to be 300 yards long at 
the least. I feel the event should be 
held on a track which is used only one 
or two times a year. A truly neutral 
track. 

“What I would really like to see in 
the future is a combination of 
Australia, New Zealand and the 
United States riders competing 
together in a real Blue Ribbon event 
held every third year in America, New 
Zealand and Australia. The winners 
could still qualify for the inter- 
continental or, best yet, go directly to 
the World Final. All the Europeans 
would have their qualifer on their side 
of the world and we have ours and 
meet at the World event. 

“We do have some of the best riders 
in the world, Scott Autrey proved that 
with his third place finish in last year’s 
Championship. American riders don’t 
have to take a back seat to anyone. 
Perhaps in the near future that will 
happen just as you see it. If so, we’re 
sure you will still be around and 
involved. You’ve been around this 
long, so you must be doing something 
right. 

“Tve been lucky. Actually, I must give 
a lot of credit to my wife Marilyn. I 
told the British promoters they have it 
all wrong; the way we do it in 
California is you get your wife to do 
all the work and you take all the credit! 

“In closing, if anyone is seriously 
reading this who wants to be a speed- 
way promoter, get to work! If you want 
to be a promoter and a controversial 
figure and have people write nasty 
letters to Cycle News about you, that’s 
exactly what you should do. Just get to 
work and it will all happen! e

Mike Bast tells all in a two-day 
seminar at Ken Maely’s goose ranch

It happens about halfway through the Costa Mesa program. Sietiag on 

the perimeter of Harry Oxley’s tiny oval at the Orange County Fair- 

grounds among the unlikely mixture of partying motorcycle industry 

people, local teenagers involved in their pre-adult singles game training, 

and other assorted crazies, the motorcycle rider makes a decision: He’s 
20 got to try riding speedway. 




















Words of wisdom flow freely from 
hot shoe wizard Ken Maely (above). 
(Below) Correct lines are only a 
small facet of Bast’s course. 
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Usually, one of the stars has just 
done his thing. Perhaps it was Bruce 
“The Fox” Penhall, resplendent in his 
new Bel-Ray leathers, who's just 
passed all three riders in front of him 
in the last turn of the last lap in a wild 
outside slide that’s left tire tread marks 
on Harry's white wall. Or maybe it was 
Alan “Crazy” Christian whose 
incredible sliding style has him looking 
over his right shoulder to see where 
he's going as he literally backs into the 
turns. But more than likely, it was six- 
time National Champion Mike Bast 
who's just pulled off one of his super- 
smooth and absolutely untouchable 
rides to victory. 

When Bast needs to win — and 
usually he does — no one can top him. 
No one in the world, particularly on 
Costa Mesa’s mini-oval. 

A speedway bike — this one’s a 
Maely — feels like no other motor- 
cycle. Can't get comfortable on it. The 
seat’s too low, too narrow, and the 
only footpeg, which is on the right 
side, drops down so low you can use it 
for a sidestand. The handlebars aren’t 
even straight; The left sede pulls back 
while the throttle sede ts almost flat. 
The fuel tank zs so tiny and the front 
Jorks and wheel so spindly that zt feels 





almost like a bicycle until you glance 
down between your thighs and spot 
that big 500cc four-stroke single 
cylinder motor. Lubrication is 
constant-loss, and the tank is 
miniscule; this isn't a bike to use for 
an afternoon of riding. Front wheel 
travel is only a couple inches. The rear 
end is rigid. And there aren't any 
brakes... 

Bast is a master. He has the skill to 
be a crowd pleaser in the style of Alan 
“Crazy” Christian, Jim “The Animal” 
Fishback, Danny “Berserko” Becker 
and all the rest. But he chooses not to 
do so. Instead, “The Human 
Computer,” as announcer Larry 
Huffman calls Bast, uses his complete 
control of the Maely speedway bike to 
whittle split seconds off his opponents’ 
best lap times in a ride more secure 
and steady than any machine could be 
programmed to accomplish. 

Not only is he competent as a rider 
— a winner — but his analytical 
nature makes it possible for Bast to 
figure out exactly how he does it and 
then convey that information to 
others. For would-be speedway stars 
among us, there’s hope. 

On occasion, at irregular intervals 
of approximately two months, Bast 
combines his riding/teaching talents 
with the track/shop/culinary facilities 
of hotshoe legend Ken Maely and wife 
Judy, and they hold a two-day speed- 
way school. 

No gearbox, no neutral. Only a 
clutch disconnects the crank from the 
rear wheel. Starting is accomplished 
by the push and bump system, and the 
fuel-burning single fires up readily, 
producing a soft mellow sound. The 
flywheel effect is quite pronounced. 
And the monster piston plomping up 
and down wants to make the entire 
skinny machine hop along at low rpm. 
Horsepower-to-weight ratio is eye- 
opening, to say the least. 

That’s how two Cycle News staffers 
and a lady morale booster/assistant 
found their way to the Maely goose 
ranch, (There’s a sign on the gate — 
the first of many Maely witicisms — 
that reads, “Geese on duty. Trespassers 
will be goosed.” Other signs hang 
throughout the house by the pool, in 
the bathroom... everywhere.) 

There we found the perfect host and 
hostess, good conversation, hearty 
food and the country’s best speedway 
rider. It was also our introduction to 
the reality of the speedway rider's 
world... 

Mike would include, in his Saturday 
introductory talk, a segment on the 
sometimes harsh facts of becoming a 
top speedway rider. Dealing with 
promoters as a businessman and 
learning to understand SoCal 
speedway’s version of “The System” 
are part of the training program. It’s 
hardly what the rider who's only 
excited about learning how to get 
sideways wants to hear, but it’s exactly 
what the rider who plans to get serious 
about speedway needs to know. 

The rear wheel breaks loose and 
spins readily on the well-groomed, 
smooth dirt surface, and a first 
impression, or discovery, ts that weight 
transfer is critical to both acceleration 
and cornering. Weight the real wheel 
and things happen. Fast! Impression 
number two comes as Maely’s white 
wall grows larger in the rider’s field of 
vision: No brakes. It’s a helpless, near- 
panic feeling. Instincts leave the right 
hand fingers and right toe waggling in 
space in search of non-existent brake 
controls. Normal first-time procedure 
ïs to lay it over and scribe a wide 
awkward arc. It really looks stupid, 
and tt feels even worse. 

We got a sample of the top level 
speedway rider's business tactics before 
class began. We hadn't signed up like 
normal people do. Our enrollment 
consisted of a phone call saying, “May-

Maely’s signs, found everywhere at the ranch, kept 
students chuckling. “It’s that simple,’ Bast seems to be saying. It isn’t, but he still can teach you how to do it. 


we-attend-the-school-and-do-an-article- 


about it?” and the confirmation 
consisted of a simple, “Sure.” 

When you're a rider and business 
agent as well, you've got to pick up the 
bucks where you can. The 
conversation — Bast’s — went 
something like this: “It’s $100 for the 
school, and you don’t have a bike 
either — that’s a problem, and rental’s 
$50 a day — but if you each want to 
put up $50...” We stood there listen- 
ing, wondering why he thought we 
should pay to do what we consider 
work — doing an article — instead of 
taking the weekend off. 

“You can help out if you want — 
help me push off bikes or something, 
just to be involved,” Bast concluded 
when it became obvious there wasn’t 
$50 between us, much less $100. We 
ended up sitting in-and watching the 
class, taking photos and notes. Later 
in the afternoon, when Mike’s “paying 
customers” were well underway in 
their program, he let us try one of the 
bikes Ken had ready for him to 
demonstrate on. 

So, what you're reading isn’t the 
testimonial of a successful graduate. 
It’s more a list of observations by an 
impressed bystander. 

You have to make a total 
commitment. You have to make 
yourself believe that the bike will 


work, that zt will slide smoothly, that 
you will be able to control it. It’s not 
necessarily true, but you have to go 
with it anyway, if you want to learn 
how it’s done. Getting sideways for the 
first time happens coming out of a 
turn. “Crazy” Christian be damned, 
there’s no way a beginner ts going to be 
able to shut off his self-preservation 
instincts amply enough to stuff it into 
a turn backwards. But once you get 
sideways, it feels even better than 
you'd expected... 


Mike Bast knows more about speed- 
way than he can possibly explain to 
anyone. He communicates well; in 
fact, he offers more information than 
any rider will be able to absorb at one 
sitting. It's worth taking the school a 
second time, and there were several 
riders there who will agree. 

Practical information given students 
includes gearing specifications for all 
the local tracks, recommendations of 
tire pressure, some tempered advice 
from Ken Maely concerning the diplo- 
matic approach toward promoters, 
specific personal advice and criticism 
on your riding, complete basic how-to 
of speedway riding, tactics learned 
through Bast’s experience as a top 
level rider and even a brief mention of 
physical training. 

The days are long and filled with 


information. While Bast works with 
riders, showing proper lines and 
teaching control, Judy Maely operates 
a video tape machine. Later, you can 
watch yourself, and flaws Mike 
described to you during the day 
become obvious. 

Learning to ride speedway is both 
exciting and frustrating. Sliding is like 
anything else you try to learn: At first, 
you do it right maybe once out of six 
times. Then twice. Then you scare 
yourself and drop to about once in 10. 
Just wish they'd put that wall further 
out. Someone suggested that a dry lake 
would be a great place to learn. Just 
start cutting doughnuts and expand 
from there. Beats the wall. 


“Anybody can use the whole track,” 
Bast teaches while setting up cones or 
tires for riders to maneuver through. 
He emphasizes control, the ability to 
change lines, to take advantage of an 
opponent’s weakness or find another 
line when the best one is blocked. He 
leaves no facet of speedway 
unmentioned. 

“The throttle and your eyes will get 
you out of trouble if you think,” Mike 
says. There’s no way to transmit the 
full implication of that statement from 
one who's experienced almost every- 
thing that can happen on a speedway 
track to one who's straddling a Jawa or 








Maely for the first time. But if you 
know enough to ask a question, Bast 
knows the answer. And he probably 
will answer it in more detail than you'll 
understand. 

Sessions get short, first because the 
bike needs more fuel and oil, secondly 
due to fatigue. No joke. Try doing 
knee bends, one-legged, with your 
right leg. After the first 50 or so — 
when the muscle on top of your thigh 
starts to burn — you'll know how it 
feels to ride speedway. The only 
footpeg is on the right, and riding is 
done in a standing position with the 
right leg bent, the left foot skipping 
along lightly on one of Maely’s steel 
shoes. All your weight is on the right. 
By the end of the class, the top thigh 
muscle was twitching and we could no 
longer stand and support the body 
weight properly for sliding control. 
Time to quit. 

The weekend ends, as you may have 
anticipated, with racing. Putting it all 
together and, as Bast puts it in his 
notes, “getting used to riding in 
company.” 

Rounding out the complete start to 
finish speedway school, Ken Maely is 
qualified to certify riders for their 
speedway licenses. Late Sunday after- 
noon, those who feel they're ready take 
the test. Then they're on their own. ®

When we 
talked with Kawasaki racing 
Manager Dennis David last Friday, 
just prior to the April 29 AFM On 
Any Sunday I! Ontario 6-Hour road 
race, all he could say was, “We 
haven’t heard from Mike. We can 
only assume that he won't race the 
6-Hour although he is contracted 
with us to do so. We have feelers 
out in Europe, and indications are 
that he'll ride in Austria, but, like | 
said, we haven't heard from 
Mike.” Baldwin had been released 
from a Kawasaki commitment in 
Europe — he’s been Yamaha- 
mounted over there — but he had 
not been released from his U.S. 
contract. Martin Carney replaced 
Baldwin, teamed with Johnny 
Bettencourt, on the 6-Hour 
Kawasaki team.

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DiPrete on the claiming rule, 








future of road racing

April 1, 1979 - a very appropriate date - may well go down in the motocross history 
books as the day the claiming rule was dealt a death blow. On that date an interim 
rule by AMA Commissioner of Professional Racing Mtke DiPrete was put into effect 
suspending the claiming rule for an indefinite period of time so that the rule could 
be reviewed and either modified or reinstated. 

On the previous weekend at the opening rounds of the 125/250cc National 
Championships at Hangtown, a privateer named John Roeder presented the referee 
with a cashiers check for $3,500 and put a claim on Marty Tripes' factory Honda 
RC250. To sway the odds in his favor, he had a friend do the same with another 


$3,500 check. 


Counter claims were filed. A drawing was held and, to the surprise of many, 
Roeder won. He had beaten the factories. What was Roeder’s motive for the claim? 
“I wanted to make a point,” said Roeder. “I want to keep the factories honest. The 


claiming rule was put there for a purpose - 


to make it fair for the privateer.” 


The question in many minds was what was behind the suspension of the rule? We 


wondered too. 


To answer that question we contacted DiPrete at his AMA headquarters office in 
Westerville, Ohio. In addition, we also asked DiPrete about the direction of 


professtonal road racing for 1980. 


You’ve created quite a stir with the 
suspension of the claiming rule in 


Yes and no. There has been feedback 
from some riders, but none from 
others. I was in a situation three days 
before an upcoming National and I 
figured that that was the best decision 
I could make on a temporary basis. 
The current status is that I'm going to 
continue to review the rule before we 
decide whether it should be in there or 
not. I'll also talk to the racing commit- 
tees and see what they think about it 
after I present my case - whether they 
agree or disagree - and to take it from 
there. 


Wasn’t it a rather arbitrary rule 
change? It gives the impression that 





the AMA, or rather Mike DiPrete, is 
being swayed by the Japanese fac- 
tories. 


Actually, my interest, as well as the in- 
terest of the organization, is that we 
provide the best program possible of 
decent, competitive racing. I guess 
everybody has their own thoughts on 
how to do that. Basically, you have to 
get enough good brands on the track 
to give you a good race. That's what 
we have right now. The factories are 
all pretty competitive if you take Bob 
Hannah out of the picture. Bob, for 
whatever reason, happens to be the 
fastest guy around. The next ten guys 
are capable of putting on a good close 
race, and that is what the crowd en- 


joys. 





Wasn't the rule initially augmented 
to give the privateer a chance against 
the might of the factories and to keep 
them honest so they wouldn’t come 
out with one-off megabuck specials? 


The claiming rule, as far as I can 
determine, was put into effect in the 
early 50’s in Class C dirt track racing 
to try and make the racing open to the 
average rider. That was the original 
intent. Is National Championship 
racing (MX) for the average rider? 

Now you take the rule up to 1979. 
Situations have changed, times have 
changed. Do we want to follow that 
same intent? Do we want it so that the 
average rider can go buy a bike and 
ride a National? I don’t think so per- 
sonally because I don’t think that is 
what is going to provide a good show 
for the spectators. 


The way the rule was instituted it 
appears that it was an arm twisting 
by the Japanese factories because 
they didn’t want their bikes claimed. 


Look, I'm not saying it wasn’t arm 
twisting. I’m not saying that the way it 
was done was the right way to do it. I 
was put into a situation, three days 
before the National and I had to make 
a decision on it. 


Could we then assume that it was a 
similar situation to Daytona a few 
years ago where Yamaha threatened 
to pull out all its factory road racers 
if the claiming rule wasn’t greatly 
modified or suspended? 


Well, if Yamaha came to me or Suzuki 
came to me or Kawasaki came to me 
or Honda came to me and said “I’m 
not going to race unless you change 
the rules,” I would: have told them that 
the rule was there and that we would 
look into their reasoning for wanting it 
changed. If you want to race, fine, 
and if you don’t want to race, fine. 


And if they came in unison, what 
would happen? 


What happened was, in fact, that they 
did come in unison. When you have 
four of the major manufacturers 
saying that if you don’t do something 
about that (the claiming rule) we 
aren’t going to race - and they are 
saying that as a group - and you have 
the promoter saying that if they don’t 
come he can’t put on his race, then 
what do you do? You're between the 
rock and the hard place. 

I think what I did was the best thing 
at the time. Actually, I didn't tell 
them anything at the time. I said I 
would let them know (my decision) the 
day of the race. I came back to the of- 
fice and thought about it. The 
solution I came up with was not to take 
the rule out of the book, but to 
suspend it temporarily pending a later 
decision on it. They could compete in 
the race, the promoter could go ahead 
with the event and try to earn some 
money off the investment he had 
made. In my opinion | did the right 
thing. 

Shouldn’t we either have the rule or 
throw it out entirely? 


That’s right, and that is what it 
probably will come down to. We have 
to do one or the other. 


Wasn’t the rule a good and useful 
one? Didn’t it give the privateer a so- 
called weapon against the factories 
and their special bikes? 

I guess what we have to look at is do we 
want to give the factories a scare. One 
of the best things about MX is that a 
privateer can go out and buy a bike off 
the showroom floor and for a reason- 
able investment wind up with more 
power and suspension than he can 
probably use. The reason that you 
have that situation is that the factories 
do a lot of testing and R&D work on 
the National circuit. They put that 
stuff back into the bikes as soon as they, 





can. What I've heard is that the motor 
of the Honda that was claimed was a 
prototype of next year’s production 
motor. Is it good or bad that they do 
their testing in actual racing? I think 
it's good. Today the up-and-coming 
rider has a better shot than five years 
ago at doing good because he is buying 
a decent bike off the floor and it is 
ready to race. 

The kid who claimed the bike is a 
Novice rider who, and I'm not sure of 
this, has never made a main event. 
Why did he want the bike? It is doing 
him no good. Now, if he was running 
consistently in the top five and thought 
he could do better with a factory bike, 
it might have been different. He had 
no reason to claim the bike other than 
to create a hassle. 


Would the factories have gone 
through with their threat not to 
race? 


I'm not sure that they would have gone 
through with their alleged plans not to 
race. My first impression was that hey, 
you've got to race. You can’t just pull 
out of it like that. But the word that I 
got was they would. We'll never know. 
When you look at it, the factories 
being able to put stuff out on the track 
and test it and work it has proven very 
beneficial to the privateer rider. If the 
factories didn’t do that, we'd still be 
riding bikes with four inches of suspen- 
sion travel instead of what we have 
today. 


Do you think that the power to 
change rules, as it stands now, 
should be absolute or do you fayor 
bringing changes before a board for 
some sort of evaluation? 


I don’t know if I have absolute power, 
I don’t look at it that way. What I do 
have is the authority to make a tem- 
porary change. I would not make a 
permanent change to anything with- 
out getting enough input to know that 
I would be going in the right direction. 
The claiming rule change is only tem- 
porary and that is so I can look at it in 
depth, take input, and see what type 
problems are associated with it. I want 
to find out if it is a good rule or if it 
isn’t, or if, maybe, it isn’t outdated as 
it stands. I don’t make rule changes as 
I think they should be made. 

Take a look at the claiming rule in 
dirt track. If the rule was intended for 
a rider to have a chance to claim the 
best bike, the bike that’s winning, so 
you can have something that is better 
than everyone else, then the riders 
should have been claiming Mert Law- 
will’s bikes because they were un- 
doubtedly the fastest. Yet nobody 
claimed his bikes because he was, in 
effect, a privateer. So are we saying 
claim the fast bike or claim the factory 
bike? 

Suppose you went out and claimed a 
bike like the one Corky Keener is run- 
ning with the monoshock-style suspen- 
sion. He and his tuner Doug Sehl have 
a lot of time and money invested in the 
bike. If you claimed it you would put 
Keener out of business. It that fair? It’s 
the rule, but is it fair? 


I don’t know whether the claiming 
tule is fair or not. My own opinion is 
that it is not because you can effective- 
ly put anyone, with the exception of 
the factories, out of business just by 
claiming that rider's motorcycle. 

In MX it happens to be the 
mechanics more than the factories 
that make the biggest noise. When a 
mechanic gets one of those factory 
bikes, he spends a considerable 
amount of time fixing that bike up for 
his rider, and the bulk of the time and 
energy in that bike comes from the 
mechanic. If the bike gets claimed he 
has to start from scratch again. If the 
rider with claiming on his mind would 
spend the money for the claim 
building a stocker into a good perfor- 








mer with all the aftermarket accessory 
items that are available, he could have 
as good or almost as good a bike as 
anybody. But they don’t want to spend 
the time and effort on it because the 
majority of them just aren’t in that 
class of competition. The rider who 
claimed the Honda will probably 
never get a chance to really use that 
bike the way it was meant to be used. 


We have received calls and letters 
from riders and enthusiasts won- 
dering what direction road racing 
will be taking next year. Have you 
begun to plan for a change? 


We are working on plans for 1980 in- 
volving what may turn out to be a lot 
of changes. We are taking input from 
various people on their ideas and, 
within the next few months, we should 
be able to make a determination on 
what direction we will be following in 
1980 and the future. Those decisions 
will encompass both road racing and 
dirt track. 

I don’t really want to comment on 
what we are looking at because we are 
not really far enough down the line. 
I’ve got my own ideas on the directions 
I would like to see followed. 


What do you feel would be the most 
advantageous direction for us to take 
_in road racing? 


Well, I think the direction we must 
look at is one which will get more 
brands involved and more factory par- 
ticipation. In addition, we should 
have more dealer/sponsor and tuner 
participation in the sport. We have to 
have something that the dealers can 
become enthusiastic about. 

We have a problem in both road 
racing and dirt track which is just the 
opposite of MX. In MX we have par- 
ticipation from nearly all the manu- 
facturers, and what we've done is 
restrict them to the point that every- 
one else is competitive. Then we have 
the problem in road racing and dirt 
track where, in reality, only one major 
manufacturer is involved in each and 
we go out and solicit their support. On 
one hand we are saying we need the 
manufacturers’ support and on the 
other we say we don't. The sport needs 
factory support. I don’t think they 
should dominate the sport. Where we 
need the most support is in the dealer 
networks where we don’t really have it 
anymore and it’s possible that we will 
never get it back because we have 
second and third generation dealers 
who are removed from the way it used 
to be. They are not as involved in 
competition as their parents or the 
previous owners were. We need grass- 
roots level involvement. 


Has Bill France, Jr., of Daytona In- 
ternational Speedway been vocal in 
input of ideas regarding the direc- 
tion of road racing? 


No, not really. He has his own ideas. 
I've talked with Jim France and they 
are flexible on the direction. I think 
what they really want is to have some 
racing at Daytona that will really at- 
tract people. I believe that they would 
be satisfied with a formula that would 
be competitive and put a lot of brands 
on the track. They are for bringing 
back brand identification to racing. I 
don’t think they really care whether it 
is 1000, 750 or 500cc as long as the 
brands are there. I'll be getting 
together with them once we have 
decided the direction we feel is the 
right one to take. Daytona can run just 
about anything they want because it is 
a special event. More importantly, we 
have to look at the other road race cir- 
cuits in the country and get them in- 
volved. 


It sounds like you are talking about a 
revision, change or modification of 
the Superbike formula. 


Yes, that is being looked at. °

Dan McNeill 
was already in the winner’s circle 
because he was the first to take the 
checkered flag in the sixth lap. A big 
handshake and a pat on the back was 
McNeill’s reward as he handed over 
the trophy to Ballard when the official 
finishing order was read. 

More motor trouble showed up in 
‘the Scratch Main Event when Tom 
Morley could not get his bike to fire, so 
there were just three riders on the 
starting line when the gates went up. 
Agian, it was Jan Ballard right in the 
heart of things with Dan McNeill on 
one side and Gene Woods on the 
other. A little bump from either side 
and it was a two-man race for the 
gold. As Ballard picked himself up 
and got going, Woods held off every 
charge made by McNeill on his way to 
victory. Both Woods and McNeill are 
sponsored. by Western Wheels, who 
are big speedway backers. 

Dave DeTemple, due to some error, 
was put into division two for the 
opening night show, even though he 
rode in division one most of last year. 
Dave, being a good sportsman, started 
with a 50-yard handicap and was still 
first to the checkered flag. 

Rounding out the night was the 
victory of Keith Chrisco in division 
three.

Christian doubles 


at Costa Mesa

COSTA MESA, CA, APR. 27 

The rules are there and for the 
first time in several years, it looks 
like they are going to be en- 
forced. In last week’s story, I told 
you that a couple of riders were ex- 
cluded from the race they were in 
when their mufflers came off during 
the race. Whether by design or just 
bad racing luck, there is a power 
advantage gained with no muffler and 
the law of the land says the bikes are 
just too loud without them. Those 
riders who were put on report last 
week drew one week on the fence and 
when the word went through the pits, 
you should have seen the rolls of safety 
wire come out! The only rider this past 
Friday night to fall victim to the rule 
was 16-year-old Lance King. What 
really makes it tough is that Lance was 
in his first ride in division one, a spot 
that he had earned in his first week in 
speedway. He took the word with a 
stiff upper lip, but you could see the 
heartbreak in his face. He'll be back in 
two weeks and odds say he'll work his 
way into the main event. 

The odds of any rider earning a ride 
in both mains are very high and the 
odds of winning both the Scratch and 
Handicap Main Events as well are just 
huge. In all of last season, there were 
only two riders who pulled it off. Alan 
Christian did it twice last year, once at 
San Bernardino, where he had never 
won before in four years of trying, and 
once at Costa Mesa. Now with the 
season just one week old, Alan 
Christian, the guy they call “Crazy,” 
came from the 50-yard line in the 
Handicap Main Event to the winner's 
circle for the first of his two victories of 
the night. That’s right, Alan came 
right back in the Scratch Main to out- 
ride Mike Bast, Jim Fishback and Brad 
Oxley for the win. He also won the 
Feature Match race over Fishback 
earlier. 

Seventeen-year-old Tony Briggs, 
from Christchurch, New Zealand, the 
son of former World Speedway Champ 
Barry Briggs, is riding in the U.S. this 
year and so far has had some trouble 
getting in step with the smaller tracks. 
Last week, he was knocked off twice at 
Costa Mesa. On the big track at Ascot, 
he really shined and if you were going 
to knock him off there, you just had to 
catch him first. The young man really 
has a feel for the big track and on his 
first night in competition, he earned.a 
ride in the Handicap Main Event, 
ending up in third place. Then back 
on the smaller track at Costa Mesa, he 
again was getting bounced around 
between riders, not from meanness on 
their part and not because of lack of 
guts or talent, but just because the 
turns are so very tight and it really 
takes several weeks of racing on the 
smaller tracks to get a feel for them. 
The whole trick is just to survive those 
training weeks. 














Tony will survive, although for a 
few minutes this past Friday night it 
looked as if he might be out of 
competition for the rest of the year. 
Somehow, as he was coming out of 
turn three, again getting knocked 
around between riders, his left foot got 
stuck in the right side between the rear 
tire and the frame of his bike and he 
went down hard. The race was 
stopped at once as several mechanics, 
along with the paramedics started to 
take the bike apart to remove his leg. 
His steel shoe was jammed in between 
the sprocket and frame and his boot 
was torn to shreds. As it turned out, 
the steel shoe took most of the strain 
off his foot and left just enough room 
that no real damage was done to the 
young star. He was helped back to the 
pits and was seen walking around later 
that night. 

In second and third divisions, where 
you expect to see most of the crashes 
because of lack of experience, the wars 
go on. Joe Donaldson, one of the 
better division two riders, who has just 
about earned his way into first 
division, found himself on his way to 
the hospital after being harpooned by 
a slower rider who just let it all hang 
out in the last lap. He did get by the 
whole pack of riders that he was 
trailing, but there was no way he could 
have ever made the turn at that speed, 
so he just used Donaldson to stop his 
forward motion. Dumb and costly, but 
perhaps the AMA has a rule to cover 
no talent. 


Getting down off my soapbox and 
rounding out the night, was the fine 
win by Dave Miller. His strong style 
and smoothness will see him move up 
in class. Each win moves you back 10 
yards in the Handicap half of the show 
and repeated wins from farther 
yardage moves you up into the next 
division. Dave is under the watchful 
eyes of George and Freda Wenn, and 
if. you have to ask who they are, you 
must be new to the sport! George can 
take credit for putting the best motors 
under riders like Mike Bast, Ivan 
Mauger, Barry Briggs, Mike Curoso, 
Steve Nutter, and Dennis Sigalos, with 
Freda looking on asking, “Aren’t you 
ever going to come to bed?” Wenn is 
also the man behind that 17-year-old 
two-valve Jawa that eats all the four- 
valve equipment alive at Ascot with 
young Shawn Moran aboard, 

Sterling Cogar has started off the 
new season in fine style by keeping his 
head while everyone around him 
played tag. He rode a good line 
around the track and picked up his 
first win of the year. 


Now that all three tracks have had 
their opening nights, the 1979 
speedway racing season is officially 
underway in the southland and for the 
next 22 weeks on Wednesday night at 
San Bernardino, Thursday night at 
Ascot and Friday night at Costa Mesa, 
you can see the best in the USA. All 
speedway events get underway at 8:00 
p.m. sharp. ®

Upp masters CRC 
Pucker Bunny HS

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, APR. 22 
Kenny Upp took advantage of a 
superb start to take command of 
this race and continue. his hot 
riding for yet another win. 

The start was deceiving, smooth and 
flat-out fast for more than five miles. 
There was the usual Lucerne powder 
dust but the area was broad enough 
that it was possible to fan out and gas 
it. Just as you settled into a fast frame 
of mind, they stopped being nice and 
got nasty. Narrow trails through 
volcanic rocks, whoop-de-doos you 
could lose Anaheim Stadium in, super- 
tight little canyons that combined the 
rocks and the whoops, all comprised 
the next 10 miles. As you pulled up out 
of an ugly rock wash, you could see the 
pits below in Johnson Valley and only 





about four miles away. You've only 
gone 15 miles, but it felt like 50 and 
those pits looked so welcoming. 

Forget it! You don’t get off the hook 
that easy. Back into the rocks for some 
more toe-busting. Once more out of 
the rocks and heading for Bessemer 
Mine Road, and you can see the pits 
again, this time to your left. Aha, they 
got you dreaming again. Now you 
cross the road and enter that spacy 
looking rock pile that someone called 
Apollo Rocks, probably because it 
looks like it belongs on the moon. The 
chief feature of this section was a cute 
little downhill canyon that was so tight 
your feet might have been better on 
the seat than on the pegs. From here 
on home was another road race section 
— without the road but just as fast. 

On the first lap, it took Upp 25 
minutes to cover the first 15 miles. 
Since that included five miles of 90 
mph flats, you know there was 10 miles 
of mean country out there. Upp had a 
full minute lead on Heath Hibbard by 
the time the race was a quarter over. 


Hibbard was not about to back off; 
there’s always that chance for a break. 
The break went the other way, 
however, and Hibbard came up with a 
flat rear tire just after check one on the 
second loop. Gary Davies had been 
tagging Hibbard all the way as had 
Gary Mulconery and Rick Jones. The 
four had been within 30 seconds of 
each other throughout the race and 
now were able to capitalize on 
Hibbard’s misfortune to drop him to 
fifth at the finish. During this battle, 
Upp kept cruising and finished with 
another first overall a full five minutes 
ahead of second place. 

Troy Moore grabbed the lead in the 
Novice race and was not catchable, 
although Bill Meloserdoff and Rod 
Lacey gave it a grand try. Their 
biggest race was with each other but 
Meloserdoff was just that much faster 
today and took second 250cc Novice 
and Lacey had to settle for third. Tom 
Aufrance took first Open Novice. Tom 
is a transplant from Ohio with a brief 
stop in Arizona where he and Mary- 
Kay, his wife, were introduced to 
desert racing. Apparently they learned 
their lessons well, for I note that Mary- 
Kay also took a first in her class. 

Except for the battle for second 
among the leaders, almost everyone 
who took an early lead in their class 
was able to maintain it. This was also 
true in the Beginner class, where 
Norman Larsen had about 30 seconds 
over Ray Zylstra at the quarter mark 
and held that position to the end. 
Scott Colbert had to fight for his first 
place in the Mini class because new 
racer #347 was determined to replace 
that high number with a lower one.

Saltzman sails to 
D-38 win

IMPERIAL, CA, APR. 8 

Senior rider Bill Saltzman aboard 
a 390cc Husky notched the over- 
all win in Imperial Valley M.C. 
AMA D-38 desert race. They 


started in two waves off the dry lake 
bed west of Imperial. On the first loop 
Jim Ribley led to the first dropoff, with 
Leon Livingston second and Saltzman 
third. “Not being familiar with the 
area I figured I'd hang back till I knew 
where I was going,” said Saltzman. 
“Across the dry lake I passed the 
second rider and into the rough stuff I 
got by the leader,” he added. Ribley 
was having trouble with his rear air 
shocks, which have plagued him the 
last several races. ‘They start out fine 
then pick up way too much air,” said 
Ribley after the race. 

Saltzman had a minute lead at the 
end of loop one followed by Ribley and 
Livingston, who were right on each 
other. The second loop featured about 
the same times. Saltzman said he had 
wanted to open it up but was afraid of 
running out of gas. “I had plenty of 
gearing but was running a three- 
gallon tank. The last time I was here I 
had a 3.8-gallon tank and ran out of 
gas with less mileage.” (Note: Riders 
from other areas considering riding D- 
38 area would do well to keep in mind 
the below-sea-level conditions existing 
in the Imperial and Mexicali valleys.) 

Most pitted on the third loop and 
Livingston got out ahead of Ribley 
from the gas pit. “He was about 20 
seconds ahead of me and I just 
couldn’t catch him,” said Ribley. Don 
Mathews on his 125cc was dicing with 
250cc Amateur Bill Carr! Carr led him 
through the first two laps, but into the 
third Mathews gassed it, passing Carr 
and Ribley. He kept it ahead of Carr 
but Ribley got back by him before the 
finish. 

Gary Bailey took the 125cc Amateur 
class and Mark Windsor the 250cc 
Novice gold.

won by the rider who can last the 
longest, who can make it through the 
season and go to every event and keep 
running. Consistency and a good 
program are what will win.” 

Unlike some riders who would like 
to succeed, Roberts is determined to 
succeed. “I believe I am a winner,” 
he says with confidence. “I want to win 
more than anybody. When everyone is 
doing as good as they can, I will be 
doing a little bit better.” 

That is a pretty candid assessment 
of his talents, but then Roberts is not 
your average racer. He has a press kit 
to hand out to prospective sponsors 
and others interested in him. But 
Roberts has also gone one step further 
along the line to make the fans 
remember his name. He handed out 
thousands of posters of himself to spec- 
tators at Houston in hopes that the 
next time they hear the name they will 
remember and cheer for him. Smart 
move. 

“Racing needs more professionalism 
and I plan to do my part to make the 
sport well known. I enjoy meeting fans 
and answering questions. I guess part 
of that stems from not having gotten 
much press coverage in the past two 
years. I've done very well, but not 
many people know my name. I’m the 
underdog. It’s Charlie who? That 
won't last for long.” 

Roberts’ major sponsors for the 
season will be PJI Lubricants and 
Roberts Yamaha of Springfield, 
Illinois. Babe DeMay will work his 
magic on Roberts’ Harley with Dennis 
Overturn maintaining the bike. 

(As this ts being put to press, it ap- 
pears that Roberts will not receive his 
Harley in time to get it set up for San 
Jose. “I don't believe that we will go to 
San Jose and run last year’s 
Yamaha's,” said Charlie's father in a 
phone conversation. But then again... 
Editor.) 

Oregon rider John Wincewicz wan- 
ts to dispel the myth that all riders 
from the Northwest are only good at 
TT riding. “I've seen a lot of good 
riders from the Northwest grow into 
being TT specialists and nothing else. 
That’s something that I don’t want to 
do.” 

To help get out of the TT specialist 
system, Wincewicz traveled a lot in his 
Novice and Junior seasons, competing 
in as many short tracks and half miles 
as possible. “I spent a lot of time at 
Ascot last year and learned a lot. If 
you pin me down to what my strongest 
form of riding is I would have to say 
TT because that is about all you can 
ride in Oregon and Washington. That 
presents a problem for a rider living 
up there in that you can't find anyone 
to build you a good mile or half mile 
bike because all they know how to 
build is TT machinery.” 

Wincewicz is straightforward in his 
reason for wanting to win Rookie of 
the Year. “I'd like to win the title 
because it makes it easier to get spon- 
sorship if you've done good. It’s nice to 
have the title, but what it really does is 
open doors. 

“This is a year to learn. I want to do 
as well as I can, but the real thrust of 
my program is to learn and lay a good 
groundwork for 1980 when I plan to 
make a 100% effort to get the Winston 
Pro Series championship. 

“Td like to win a National. The real 
thing I must do this season is improve 
my short track riding, because you 
need to be good in all types of racing 
to really be in the hunt.” 

Harley-Davidson West and Messler

Wincewicz in his quest for Rookie of 
the Year. Jim Messler will be doing the 
tuning. .

Virginio Ferrari, with fellow Suzuki 
riders Wil Hartog and Tom Herron 
third and fourth. In fifth was Suzuki 
test rider Hyraduki Kawasaki. Barry 
Sheene finished 12th, out of the 
points. Ferrari now leads the series 
with 24 points, followed by Hartog 
(18).. Sheene and Roberts are tied for 
third with 15 points apiece. 


Brad Lackey (Kaw), vaulted into 
the top spot in the 500cc MX World 
Championship point standings 
after taking the overall win in the 
Apr. 29 round in Thouars, France. 
Lackey leads Graham Noyce (Hon) 
46 points to 40. Jean Jacques 
Bruno (KTM) took the win in the 
opening moto followed by Noyce, 
Lackey and Heikki Mikkola (Yam). 
Roger DeCoster (Suz) took fifth 
while Chuck Sun (Hus) returned to 
action and finished 10th. Lackey 
easily won the final moto from 
Andre Malherbe (Hon) and 
Mikkola. Neither Sun nor DeCoster 
placed in the top 10 in the final 
moto. 


A sketchy report from the Apr. 29 
250cc MX World Championship round 
in Bra, Italy indicates only American 
Jim Pomeroy (Bul) earned any cham- 
pionship points. Pomeroy took an 
eighth in the first moto and did not 
finish the second. There was no word 
on Jim Turner (Hon) or Marty Moates 
(Yam). Neil Hudson (Mai) won overall 
with a 1-4 tally followed by Vladimir 
Kavinov (KTM) 2-3 and Rolf 
Diffenbach (Kaw) 3-6. 


There was a report from the 250cc 
MX GP that Jim Pomeroy, plagued 
with apparent troubles on his 
factory Bultaco, has threatened to 
quit unless changes are made. In 
the event that he quits, Pomeroy 
indicated that he would probably 
ride a Honda. However, at this 
state all the action appears to be in 
the form of heated conversations.

The Juniors are still providing all 
the action you could want. The young 
Pennsylvanian Bob Crabbe, who rides 
like a National number with several 
seasons under his belt, was there in full 
force and met up with Charlie 
Summers, Eddie San Ramon, Mike

Junior shoes in the first heat. Crabbe 
tried the high power line out of turn 
four on the last lap but Summers got 
to the flag first. 

Next heat Steve Monger left it on 
going into turns one and two, followed 
up by John Burnett, Jay Lewis and 
Dorothy Rowe. Monger got off on the 
bad spot, which again brought out the 
red flag, and the heat finished 
Burnett, Lewis, and Steve Polson. 

Third heat was all Jeff Haney on the 
Honda.

Staten and Miller

Marty Miller's domination of the 
Corona Friday night Pro MX 
scene ran into a formidable ob- 
stacle last week in the form of 


Yamaha's Rex Staten, who came out 
armed with both a production 250cc 
and a brand new works 470cc.

the Indio Suzuki banner to the 
top position in the 250cc Expert 


class. Also riding out of Indio Suzuki 
was the winner of the 125cc Expert 
class, Craig Gormley, and Roy 
Burton, the runner-up in the big bore 
Pro class, making it a good day for 
that team. 

In the first 250cc Pro race, Taboada 
was the only rider who seemed able to 
put together a strong race, with most 
of the other top runners encountering 
mechanical difficulty. Larry Ripley 
(Hon) grabbed the holeshot, but 
Taboada passed him on the third lap. 
Bill Barlow (Yam) also managed to get 
by Ripley in the early laps, but Ripley 
remained right behind him, ready to 
take back the position at the least 
opportunity. In fourth place, Clint 
Tarvin (Hon) struggled to stay ahead 
of his brother Chris in spite of carb 
troubles. Soon Clint started to fall 
back, but he wasn’t alone. Barlow's 
rear tire went flat a couple of laps 
later, forcing him to give second place 
to Ripley, who in turn gave his 
position to Chris when his throttle 
cable stuck. Chris went on to take a 
distant second to Taboada while 
Barlow wobbled into third ahead of 
Ripley. 

Both Clint and Barlow managed to 
get their machines back into good 
working order for the next moto but 
when they filed into the first turn, it 
was Taboada in front again. Chris 
managed to stave off the advances of 
his brother for most of the race, but in 
the final laps, Barlow got past both of 
them to finish second. In the final 
standings it was Taboada, Barlow and 
Chris Tarvin. 

The Open Pros were totally 
dominated by Rich Bland (Mai) who 
won both motos by a commanding 
margin over Roy Burton (Suz) and 
David Aleman (Yam).

In other Mini action, Scott Hewatt 
(Suz) scored a sweep in the 12-16-year- 
old Modified Intermediates and a 
come from behind tie-breaker win 
over new Intermediate John Faure 
(Kaw) in the Stock class. Looks like 
Hewatt will be a new Expert shortly, 
but he won’t be missed since new 
Intermediates Larry Butler, A.D. 
Pifer and John Phillips plus April 
Dunlap will certainly fill the gap very 
well. And speaking of filling the gap, 


it’s going to be a big step for 9-11 
Novice Mini terror Mike Fisher — by 
next race, May 6, he will not only be 
an Intermediate, but he will also turn 
12 and move into the above mentioned 
group! Again Fisher (Kaw) just 
demolished his competition in his 
second straight clean sweep of both the 
Stock and Modifed 9-11 Novice 
divisons.

motocross. Taking the top Pro money 
was Crossroads Suzuki's Chip Johnson 
in the 125s, Can-Am’s Donnie Hansen 
in the 250s, and Cole Bros. Maico’s 
Andy Jannings in the 500cc. 

In the 125s Mark Moscrop looked 
like the man to beat after his first- 
moto romp over Dana Berg, Richard 
Bunch, David Baker and Tim Simons, 
but Johnson came back from his first- 
moto sixth to win the second round. A 
four-way tie emerged at the end of the 
moto for the. overall win, and 
Johnson's 6-1 defeated Baker's 4-3, 
Berg's 2-5 and Moscrop’s 1-6.

Maico-mounted Andy Jannings 
came off of a slight layoff to capture 
the Open Pro overall with a pair of 
moto wins. Running a consistent 
second the entire way was Steve 
Rawson, riding for IMC Yamaha. 
Steve Richard picked up third with a 
pair of threes, 

In Intermediate action Don Peca 
rolled over the Open class with Billy 
Handal and Jerry White in tow. Bob 
Shimp bagged a win in the 250s with a 
1-2 score to defeat second-moto 








winner Skeeter Marks. Dan Moore 
picked up third. For the 125s Richard 
Ising’s consistent 4-2 placings earned 
him the overall ahead of Steve Shover's 
2-5 and second moto winner Eddie 
Green's 8-1.

Gillman leads the 
Pros at SSM MX

ORANGE, CA, APR. 14 

Back in his old stomping 
grounds while the 250cc Nation- 
als take a break, Scott Gillman 
rode his high-zoot ’Zook to a 


hard-fought victory in the 250cc Pro 
race at this SSM MX. 

First moto action was headed by 
Honda’s Warren Reid as he grabbed 
the lead at the start. Gillman was close 
behind Reid and just ahead of the 
Yamaha of Steve Bauer. Fourth and 
fifth places were held by a pair of 
Suzukis ridden by Jeff Jennings and 
Bob Elliott. Gillman went for the lead 
on the second lap but apparently tried 
too hard, overshot a turn and slid out. 
By the time Gillman could remount 
and get his balking Suzuki to start he 
was back in about 20th spot. Up front 
the four leaders, Reid, Jennings, 
Bauer and Elliott began to pull away 
from the pack. As Jennings began to 
really pressure Reid for the front spot, 
the two riders kicked in a little more 
gas and started to circulate at an 
impressive speed. Jennings looked 
determined to pass but Reid showed a 
lot of savvy in repeatedly thwarting his 
efforts. Bauer and Elliott had quite a 
duel going for third by the halfway 
point but the real excitement was 
watching Gillman charging up 
through the pack. He was flying, 
picking riders off at will and using 
every inch of the track to do it. With 
two laps left Gillman passed Elliott 
and as the checkers came out he blew 
by Bauer to finish third. Out in front 
Reid had managed to hold off 
Jennings to take the win. 

With the spectators anticipating a 
great battle for the win in the second 
moto the gate dropped and Gillman 
shot into the lead. Hot on his heels 
came Jennings, Bauer and Reid. 
Gillman was really on the gas out in 
front and pulling away. Reid got 
around Bauer and he and Jennings set 
out to reel in Gillman. Neither rider 
could seem to match Gillman’s speed 
until Jennings began to clear the 
double jumps with a single leap. The 
gap between the two riders began to 
close and it looked as if Jennings would 
be able to take the lead. But just as

As they came around to the gas 
check and pits prior to the second 
loop, Dillon had missed a turn, got lost 
briefly, saw Dowers’ dust, repassed, 
and pulled in still in front. 

Kathy Climer, riding a Suzuki, was 
leading the Powder Puff and doing a 
great job on a course that was tough, 
even for a macho man.

About the second loop: the Rams 
figured, look, we'll do it a little 
different, We'll separate the men from 
the boys.

Mini Expert Astin 
needs a class of 
his own at 
Marysville MX

MARYSVILLE, CA, APR. 15 

Wiggins, Lesniewski and Turner, 
three familiar names to northern 
California motocross fans, were 
the overall winners in Expert 


action at Charlie Sexton’s AMA 
motocross at Marysville’s Riverfront 
Park. 

Summer is on its way, evidenced by 
dozens of sunburned bodies and the 
familiar sound of water trucks turtling 
around the track between races. 

The racing was unusually exciting. 
A crowd of 225 riders and 400 
spectators showed up, even though 
many gas stations were closed and the 
price of fuel was nearing the dollar 
mark in some places. 

125cc Experts were first up: Pete 
Langly (Suz) holeshot the moto, 
followed by local favorite Dave Coupe 
(Suz) and Dan Turner (Kaw). The 
threesome dueled for several laps with 
Turner moving up to second by the 
fourth lap. By lap six of the eight lap 
moto Turner zipped by Langly. But 
even into the final lap it was anybody's 
race. Turner held on with Langly and 
Coupe eating his dust all the way to 
the finish line. 

Tom Oderick owned a short-lived 
lead in the second moto before eating 
some Marysville sand. Turner took 
over, after Oderick bit out, and kissed 
the rest of the pack goodbye. By the 
fifth lap Turner had a 20-second lead 
over second place Don Ferraro (Suz); 
Langly followed Ferraro in for third 
place. Coupe, who had battled Turner 
in the first moto, fell down early in this 
round, only to remount and have his 
engine seize. He dropped out. 

Jim Lesniewski and Dean Wiggins, 
both Maico mounted, kept the action 


exciting in the 250cc Expert fray. 
Wiggins maneuvered into the holeshot 
with Lesniewski following and they 
stayed that way for four laps. Two laps 
later Wiggins broke his front wheel 
spokes and retired. Truckee’s Dan 
Waller (Mai), who had been trailing a 
distant third to Wiggins, moved to 
second with Wiggins’ demise. He had a 
bit of trouble keeping Randy Losh 
behind him, but at the finish line it 
was Lesniewski well out in front with 
Waller right behind him in second. 


The second moto was Lesniewski’s 
from holeshot to the checkers, 
although Wiggins was knocking at his 
door throughout the race. Waller held 
a weak third with a hot battle going on 
behind him for fourth between Randy 
Losh (Mai) and Randy Fish (Hon). At 
the checkered flag it was Lesniewski, 
Wiggins, Waller and Losh. 


Lesniewski and Wiggins were at it 
again early in the first Open Expert 
moto with Lesniewski leading. 
Lesniewski, though, broke his brake 
pedal early in the second lap and 
retired. Wiggins moved into the lead, 
his only threat coming from Dan 
Turner on his four-stroke Yamaha, 
and cruised six more laps for the win. 
Turner pulled in with a comfortable 
second place, 15 seconds ahead of 
Losh. 

Wiggins showed no mercy in the 
second round. He had a two second 
lead over Lesniewski at the end of lap 
one. Starr Needham (Mai), Randy 
Chapman (Mai) and Phil Douglas 
followed, Turner was well back in 
10th. Wiggins was flying and by the 
fourth lap he had the rest of the group 
out-distanced. Lesniewski had more 
problems with his bike and was out 
after the third lap.. Needham and 
Jerome Heiberger (Suz) fought for 
second place for awhile but eventually 
both succumbed to Losh who followed 
Turner in at the finish. Heiberger took 
third. 

And then there was Tim Astin, the 
80cc Mini Expert from Biggs. Riding 
as the only Expert in a moto with eight 
Novices, Astin was turning laps nearly 











as fast as the Experts on the bigger 
bikes. During the second moto, Astin 
was so far ahead midway through the 
race that he stopped at the finish line 
area and lesiurely took a coke break. 
“Is there anybody else on the track?” 
he asked some spectators. He didn’t 
wait for an answer but remounted, set 
his cruise control, and took in the 
Riverfront Park scenery.

Some of the finest short track 
racing talent in America showed 
up for a day time show at the 
Stanislaus County Fairgrounds 
in Turlock; a poorly organized show 
that didn’t help the sport of 
motorcycling any and may have 
dispelled some thoughts about getting 
a riders union together. 

Despite a rather long session from 
some obvious union organizers, the 
racing action was great. The very few 
people who could afford to attend 
were treated to some spectacular 
performances by Randy Goss and 
Terry Poovey. Organizer Mike 
Johnson had set out to pit 32 specific 
riders against each other in an event 
that should have been good. The 
absence of flags and clocks didn’t lend 
any credence to the outlaw type show, 
despite some very effective 
participation by most of the top 10 
talent and a few up and coming 
Novices. 

While some 16 Novices were invited 
only about 10 showed up and a few of 
them went home early. Those that 
stayed were pitted in one heat and one 
main with a very good payoff of $150 
to win, $100 to place, and $50 to show, 
a healthy purse in itself. 

The single Novice heat was won by 
Paul Iwanaga who, since purchasing 
the ex-Rick Delacy, Yamaha World 
motor, has been racing exceptionally 
well. John Pittman put together a 
Zakarian Bultaco just for this show. 
He led the first lap but finished a close 
second with Jimbo Filice in for third 
over Dwayne McCaslin. In their main, 
it was Filice all the way on the ND 
sparked/Cancilla tuned Yamaha. It 
was a considerably better showing for 
the 16-year-old than the night before 
when he had seized the Champion 
Can-Am twice and his own bike twice. 
Tuner Robert Cancilla showed up 
early to reorganize the effort and was 
once again, the instrumental force 
behind the highly touted young rider's 
effort. 

The Juniors and Experts were 





separated into four heats with the first 
two finishers transferring directly to 
the main. Semis would decide the 12 
finalists. 

In a restarted trophy race, Danny 
Hogue took the Braquet Cycle Special 
to the win over Dave Busby and Rick 
Graham, allowing for just about 
everyone to make a buck. 

A 20 lap main was decided upon 
and out ot the hole it was Poovey and 
Inderbitzen dicing along with Goss 
and Eklund. Goss got by Inderbitzen 
on the second lap and Keith Day put 
some fine maneuvers in action to take 
fourth briefly from Eklund. When the 
halfway mark came and went, Eklund 
was striving hard to keep up with the 
two front runners who were really 
putting on a good show. Poovey would 
push the Bullwrangle into some heavy 
slides that would go a little wide to 
push Goss’ Wiseco/Klotz Yamaha out. 
Then Goss would go from high to low, 
get a shot out of the hole to lead, 
only to wind up high in the next corner 
and have the rules reversed by the ND 
sparked MXL Special. 

John Gennai pulled off the track the 
first lap. Little John Hateley moved 
from last to sixth at the halfway mark 
while Jones was holding off Pearson 
just in front. As the laps wound down, 
Goss gained firmer control of the race 
although Poovey was still putting some 
good moves on him. Eklund was 
unable to convince either one to, wait 
up. As they closed in on the final laps, 
Pearson’s constant dogging of Jones 
paid off. He took over the fourth spot 
for good just three laps from the end. 

With many thanks to A & D 
Yamaha of Modesto and the local 
Coors people for sponsoring the event, 
the troops loaded up for more racing 
and more partying to talk about what 
a race it had been.

Rio Bravo hosts 
Friday night 
supercross

HOUSTON, TX, APR. 13 

In Texas, it’s called “braggin’ 
rights.” It’s what a Texas moto- 
crosser gets when he’s been es- 
pecially fast and, along with 


Amateur trophies or Expert cash, it 
makes winning that much better. And 
on Friday night nearly 300 Texas 
motocrossers, the largest rider crowd 
in the three year history of the Rio 
Bravo night supercross track, came 











looking for their minimum daily 
requirement of braggin’ rights. 


Sixteen-year-old Derek Wedding, 
who during his motocross career has 
earned enough braggin’ rights for 10 
riders, added some more to his 
collection with the 250cc Pro classs win 
on a Howard Racing Honda CR 250. 

Glen Johnson (Howard Racing- 
Pasadena Kawasaki KX 125) repeated 
a performance seen many times in the 
125cc Expert class on this track. 
Johnson won both motos of the event as 
his super speed and flawless. style 
frustrated Honda rider Mickey 
Pizzitola into second both motos. 

The 125cc Intermediate motos were 
equally exciting. Billy Sparks (Wiseco 
Kawasaki) led the first moto until 
Craig Raymond (Texas Yamaha) 
caught him to take the lead on the last 
lap for the win. The second moto saw 
David Hughes (Yam) holding the lead 
over Sparks and the Scheffler brothers, 
Danny and David, both on Hondas. 
Later in the race Danny Scheffler 
passed Hughes for the lead which 
resulted in enough points for the class 
title. 

Tonight’s large rider crowd forced a 
split in the 125cc Novice classes 
resulting in two winners: Bobby 
Elliot’s first moto win in Group A 
boosted him to the overall because 
second moto winner Gary Lawrence 
had crashed in the first race. Yamaha 
rider Mike Ward survived two furious 
battles in Group B with Bubba West 
and Pete Sullivan for that class win. 

The rest of the classes were wild and 
crazy with expected winners a bit 
surprised at the outcome. The 50cc 
Mini Mini event was typical in that 
resident fast guy Blake Garland won 
the first moto with Scott Thomas 
chasing and Brandt Wedding sitting 
back in third. But Garland’s plans 
faltered in the second moto: when he 
crashed while leading; an occurrence 
that allowed Wedding to take the lead 
and put Thomas into second. 
Everything was set for a dramatic 
finish until a lapped rider in the last 
corner caused Wedding to balk at the 
situation while Thomas slipped past 
for the moto win and the overall. 

Many times Texas state Over-30 
champ Russell Allen had planned on a 
simple warm-up for the upcoming 
Texas Series, but events were not what 
was expected. Bruce Smith (Hus) had 
the early lead with Allen (Mai) right 
behind and the duo separated from 
the pack until the last lap. But it 
appeared the Keystone Kops took over 
from there. The two leaders crashed 
into each other; both hit the ground, 
got up, restarted their bikes, and 
within 50 feet, crashed into each other 
again. When he stopped laughing, 
Guy Humphrey won ‘the moto over 
Ron Hendrickson and Lee Miksch. In 
the final moto Bruce Smith 
experienced no close encounters and 
won the moto, but Humphrey’s second 
was good enough for first overall.

I am an ex-dirt bike rider and a 
member of the Sierra Club. Whenever 
I see a “Sierra Club go hike to hell” 
bumper sticker, I realize that the 
Sierra Club has created a lot of 
resentment and anger in its approach 
to desert usage. I am willing to take 





the responsiblity for that anger and do 
what I can to clean it up. 

I am available to any club that 
wants me to attend their meetings and 
just listen to what the members have to 
say about the Sierra Club and its 
policies. I will take down their 
statements and relay them to the 
Conservation Committee chairman. 
As a member I get to speak in terms of 
“we” rather than “you guys.” As an ex- 
rider, I am aware that riders are 
people. I share the experience of 
desert riding and I am interested in 
building a bridge between your groups 
and the Sierra Club. I have already 
attended a meeting of the Dirt Riders 
M.C., survived that and feel able to 
continue the project. 

It seems to me that off-road vehicle 
users are the only effective group for 
controlling desert usage. The BLM 
does not have sufficient staff or 
money, the Sierra Club has been and 
would be shot at, and the Rangers are 
not a big enough group. 

Perhaps the Dirt Riders M.C. are 
not typical — I doubt that — but I am 
sure that they love the desert, wish to 
protect it, work to keep it clean and 
are still getting doors slammed in their 
faces. I am sure that most of you are 
concerned, are working to decrease 
your impact, care about the desert, 
enjoy what you do out there and wish 
to enjoy doing that in the future. I am 
also sure that you are not going to dry 
up and blow away, even if the U.S. 
Army were put to guarding the desert. 

So, I will come and listen. I am not 
going to lecture you or try to sneak 
across the Club message; you guys 
have heard all that. I will transmit 
your messages to the club. You don’t 
have to be reasonable or clean- 
mouthed. I'd rather not be punched 
out or pelted with refuse; it would tend 
to make me stop this. If you are not a 
club member or want to unload on 
your own, write to me — your riding 
pleasure is worth 15¢. Put your name 
and address in and I'll send you a 
postcard that I got your message. 

I don’t know what effect this will 
have on the club. I do know that the 
Sierra Clubbers don’t know what your 
feelings are with any accuracy and 
many of them don't know that you are 
people. 

It seems from the Apr. 25 issue of 
Cycle News that Papa Wealey and 





` some of you feel that the Sierra Club 


wants to run you and your bikes off the 
desert so that we can hike there. That's 
not so. The Club wants you off there to 
protect the desert. Is that a better 
reason or a worse one? I don’t know, 
you tell me. I'll listen.

Turning 
on Grantline Road I accelerated to 65 
mph and maintained this speed, 
except for stop signs, all the way to the 
on-ramp of Hwy 99. I live in Fremont 
about 80-90 miles from the race track, 
and I was home having a beer less than 
two and one half hours after the last 
race was completed. 

The Dirt Diggers North put on a 
fantastic race of the type we should 
have more of (you entrepreneurs take 
note) and this club and all the people 
and clubs who were involved should 
get the praise they so justly deserve.

Silverdome gold to Hannah

PONTIAC, MI, APR. 28-29 


A record combined crowd of some 70,000 rocked 
the Motor City Supercross at Pontiac’s Silver- 


dome as Team Yamaha’s Bob Hannah brought 
himself to within easy reach of his third AMA/ 


Toyota Supercross Series Cham- 
pionship by topping Saturday 
night’s and Sunday afternoon’s 
feature races. 

Sensational back-up performances 
were turned in each evening by Kawa- 
saki’s Tommy Croft and Suzuki’s Mark 
Barnett at the Pace/Delta promoted 
events which certainly proved to be the 
best indoor Supercross races of the 
year thus far, on a demanding and 
exciting track. 

For once announcers Larry 
Huffman and Dave Despain didn’t 
need to give the fans anything to 
scream about. The riders provided all 
the action anyone could ask for. 

Pontiac was the first Supercross 
event for Kawasaki's Uni-Trak bike 
which now seems fully sorted out fter 
four months of development. The 
Kawasakis handled superbly, and, 
together with the Monocross 
Yamahas, the single shock bikes 
dominated the first two positions in 
Saturday night's race and three of the 
top four spots Sunday afternoon. 

All the factory riders rode 250cc 
“outdoor” bikes or lightweight 
“Supercross” specials sporting 
approximately 12 inches of suspension 
travel. The ultra-short 10-11 inch 
travel bikes most of the factory teams 
experimented with at the opening 





Supercross races proved to be too short 
in the suspension department. 


Saturday 

Team Honda’s Steve Wise and 
Team Suzuki's Mark Barnett marked 
their return to the circuit after 
recovering from injuries. Wise was 
hot. So hot, in fact, that he blazed 
around the course faster than anyone 
in practice. He was the only rider to 
clear the successive three-foot whoops 
ont he back straight. But just as 
practice was ending, Wise endoed his 
trick new long-stroke RC Honda works 
bike off the double jump and careened 
into a concrete wall. 

“It knocked me unconscious and I 
didn’t know where I was,” moaned the 
young Texan. The spill left him 
detuned for the remainder of the 
night, but still fairly competitive com- 
pared to the bulk of the field. 

Only the first: of four 10-minute 
qualifying races would be runaways as 
Hannah jumped his OW40 Yamaha 
out front in the opening race and 
ripped away to a 15-second win. His 
leathers nearly dropped off in the 
process. Having come undone at the 
front, the “Hurricane” repeatedly had 
to keep tugging at them to retain his 
respectability. 

Honda’s Gary Semics dropped back 
from a second place start to eventually 





finish in fifth, the last cut-off position 
to the feature, as Kawasaki's Tommy 
Croft cruised in second, just ahead of a 
wheel stuffing battle between 
Yamaha’s Rex Staten and Marty 
Tripes, who was riding a fairly conven- 
tional CR type RC works Honda. 

An official attendance of 30,906 
screaming fans got to see orange for a 
few laps as Greg Robertson roosted his 
Team Can-Am bike into the lead of 
the second qualifier ahead of Jimmy 
Weinert, Tony DiStefano and Danny 
LaPorte. 

On the fourth lap Robertson 
boggled in a turn and teammate Tony 
D. fell back amid pressure from 
Keystone Motocross Works rider 
Mickey Kessler. Kawasaki's Weinert 
throttled his green machine with the 
“missing” shocks into the lead, but 
LaPorte was right behind the Jammer, 
bumping politely to get by. 

For the five remaining laps of the 
race the RM works RH Suzuki of 
LaPorte was pointed every way but 
straight as he tried everything in his 
bag of tricks to get by the Uni-Trak of 
Weinert. Time after time LaPorte 
pulled up beside or even ahead of 
Weinert. But everytime LaPorte was 
on the wrong line and he had to back 
off before the next turn, or crash. 
Crafty Weinert took the win ahead of 
LaPorte, Ron Pomeroy, Robertson 
and Kessler. 

The rookie of Team Suzuki, Scott 
Gillman, flashed his brilliance for the 
first few laps of the third qualifier, 
then lost his lead after just a couple of 
laps as Yamaha's 500cc MX champ 
Rick Burgett and Suzuki’s Barnett 
rushed past in another battle for the 
lead. 

Marty Smith had been running 
third, but fell, and then remounted in 


time to work his way back up and 
make a transfer slot. But on the next- 
to-last lap Smitty pulled off the’ track 
and disappeared for the remainder of 
the evening. 

Barnett was fond of the course and 
was looking spectacular as he literally 
left Burgett tied to a post in a move 
which gave him the lead on lap five. 
Mark then continued to pull away at 
an incredible pace to score the win. 

Crashes by Burgett and Gillman 
gave Kawasaki's Gaylon Mosier and 
Honda's Steve Wise the opportunity to 
finish 2-3 behind Barnett and ahead of 
Burgett and Maico privateer Ken 
Adams. 

A first turn pile-up at the beginning 
of the final qualifier took down at least 
10 riders, among them Honda's 
Warren Reid. 

Rich Eierstedt put his Can-Am out 
front, ahead of Mike Bell, Kent 
Howerton and Kippy Pierce. Bell 
jammed his factory Yamaha inside of 
Eierstedt on lap three only to have his 
front wheel wash out landing off a 
jump. Bell went sailing over the bars, 
but quickly remounted, losing only 
one spot to Howerton. 

Positions didn’t have time to settle 
in as Howerton then lost control of his 
factory Suzuki in a group of ruts 
coming down off the high speed 
Toyota jump and he and the bike 
careened into waiting haybales. 

Bell regained the lead again and 
held it to the finish as Warren Reid 
claimed second after a strong charge. 
Eierstedt, Roger Brown and a dazed 
Howerton rounded out the transfer 
spots. 

The circuit’s hottest new privateer, 
Lenny Giger from Honda of Las 
Vegas, pulled the holeshot in the first 
semi and then battled DG’s John 





Savitski, who was riding an OW works 
Yamaha, as the two held on to the only 
transfers to the feature. 

Scott Gillman bailed off again while 
leading the second semi and his 
misfortune allowed LOP’s Steve 
Stackable and Hi-Point Racing 
Products sponsored Frank Stacy to 
take the transfer positions. 

The consolation race proved to be a 
runaway for Maico’s Denny Swartz. 
Denny collected the 25th and final 
transfer to the evening’s main event. 

For Mark Barnett, winning his 
qualifier earlier had been just the start 
of his proving a point. This was his 
first Supercross of the year since 
Suzuki hadn’t let him race earlier 
events for fear he would injure himself 
prior to the 125cc Nationals. But now, 
out of contention in the 125cc title 
chase because of an injury suffered 
early in the series, “Bomber” Barnett 
was attacking his first °79 Supercross 
with vengeance. 


The gate kicked back for the 20-lap 
feature and Barnett roosted his Doug 
Grant wrenched Suzuki — on loan 
from teammate Kent Howerton — 
into the lead. Tommy Croft tucked his 
Uni-Trak Kawasaki in behind Barnett 
and the pair was tailed in hot pursuit 
by Eierstedt, Weinert, Howerton, 
Giger, Brown, Staten, Savitski, Mosier 
and then Hannah and Wise. Hannah 
was cooking quickly and gobbled up 
half the riders in front of him before 
the end of the second lap. 

Mark Barnett, meanwhile, was pull- 
ing away like a rocketship and had a 
100-foot lead carved out after five 
laps. Then it happened...“I came 
over the double jump, got back too far 
on the seat, and the front end washed 
out on me going into the upcoming 
turn. My bars were bent really bad 
and I didn’t think I could keep 
riding,” was how Barnett described his 
spill later. 

Barnett remounted in fifth place as 
Croft inherited the lead, trailed some 
eight seconds later by Hannah, 
Eierstedt, and Weinert. Behind 
Barnett came Staten, Wise, Tripes, 
Mosier and Stacy. 

Two:laps later, at the halfway point 
of the race, Hannah was banging off 
Croft's green rear fender as the two 
single shock bike's pilots battled for 
the lead. Trying to pass Croft going 
across a set of jumps, where there just 
wasn't any room to pass, Hannah 
crashed his Yamaha and flipped over 
into the haybales. He quickly picked 
himself and his bike back up and 
restarted to dig back after Croft who 
was some 10 seconds ahead. At the 
same time, Barnett pushed by 
Eierstedt for third. 

Near the halfway point Marty 
Tripes seemed to find a burr under his 
saddle and did some charging that 
proved as speed crazed as the charges 
of Hannah and Barnett. 

On lap 15, Tripes roosted around 
Barnett to take over third and then 
seemed to lose interest and settled into 
third rather than charge after the 
leaders. But Tripes had again proved 
that when he wants to go fast, he can. 

Two laps after his crash on the 
jumps, Hannah caught back up to 
Croft. He passed him in the exact 
same spot where he had fallen earlier, 
and the win was his. 

Croft was surprised. “I should have 
known Hannah was going to pass me 
there. I should have kept the door 
closed. The bike is working so good. 
Everything’s great!” exclaimed Croft 
after the race. 

If the action up front wasn’t good 
enough to keep the crowd standing 
throughout the race, there were race 
long battles between the other top 
factory stars to do so. 

But the story was a familiar one: 
Hannah claimed the win by yet 
another good margin, ahead of Croft, 








Tripes, Barnett, Weinert and Wise, 
who turned in a strong ride after 
recovering from his practice crash. 


Sunday 

Bleary-eyed mechanics, having 
gotten little sleep after preparing their 
rider's bikes after the previous night's 
race, had their assigned machines 
ready for practice early Sunday 
morning. Sunday afternoon's 
Supercross was a whole new ballgame, 
but the same old song. 

The first qualifier was a toughie as 
all the stars seemed to have been 
lumped together. Mark Barnett 
turned in a stellar performance as he 
led the start over Marty Smith, Kent 
Howerton, Marty Tripes, and the rest 
of the field. 

But on the third lap Barnett went 
tumbling, giving the front spot to 
Smith, who was immediately pressured 
by Hannah. One lap later Smith was 
watching Hannah’s Number One 
jersey pulling away. Barnett charged 
back up and passed Smith, but could 
never get closer than 50 feet to 
Hannah. 

Kent Howerton claimed fourth 
behind Smith and ahead of the 
previous evening’s top privateer, Frank 
Stacy. Marty Tripes crashed early in 
the heat and retired with a “badly bent 
bike.” 

Michigan's Kirk Bigelow stole the 
show in the opening laps of the second 
qualifier as he held off Weinert for a 
couple of laps; then both fell victim to 
the hard charging advances of 
LaPorte and Semics. Arlo Englund 
and his Vickery Yamaha made the 
final transfer spot to the main. 

Can-Am’s Rich Eierstedt continued 
to do well as he led the start of the 
third qualifer. Mosier quickly passed 
Eierstedt but on the fourth lap he 
spilled over in a turn and Steve Wise 
snuck past them both to lead the 
remainder of the way to the checkered 
flag. Greg Robertson and John Savitski 
joined the transferees. 

A crash just after the start of the last 
qualifier took out a number of good 
riders, including Giger, Stackable, 
and Reid. Tommy Croft used the 
track blocking incident to pull off a 
huge lead and an easy win. Mike Bell 
finished second, followed by Roger 
Brown, Ken Adams on the Track ‘n’ 
Trail Maico, and Terry Bradshaw. 
Mickey Kessler was forced from second 
to a DNF with gearbox problems. 

In the semis, Burgett and Staten got 
two more Team Yamaha bikes into the 
feature, and Warren Reid and Gaylon 
Mosier did the same with their double 
and single shockers. 

The consolation race was a LOP 
benefit performance as Greg Theiss 
fought off teammates Stackable and 
Tod Perkins and made the feature. 

The feature race start saw Reid and 
Staten get caught in the starting gate. 
Croft fell in the first turn to nullify his 
chance of repeating his strong previous 
evening's performance, and Danny 
LaPorte danced out into the lead. 
Tucked into Dynamite Danny's 
slipstream were Weinert, Barnett, 
Eierstedt, Hannah, Robertson, 
Gillman, Smith and Wise. 

Handlebar thrashing in mid-pack 
was hectic as the 39,000 fans cheered 
Hannah towards the front. By lap five, 
LaPorte had a good six second lead 
over Weinert, but Hannah was up to 
third and coming on strong. 

For two laps Hannah tried to push 
by Weinert and couldn't. Finally, 
Weinert boggled his Uni-Trak in a 
berm and Hannah wheeled by with 
LaPorte in his sights. Hannah quickly 
gobbled up the gap and when Danny 
lost control for an instant in a 180- 
degree off-camber turn, he was on his 
way to victory. 

Barnett moved up on LaPorte, but 
his Suzuki teammate didn’t want to 








make things too easy. After two laps of 
dicing, LaPorte blew a shift. Barnett 
pulled alongside coming out of a turn 
and then stuffed himself in front of 
LaPorte going into the next one. It 
was a real door-shutting, elbow- 
bumping pass that left LaPorte so 
shaken up he backed off the throttle 
and let Weinert slip past as well. 

“It was hard getting around Danny, 
but once I did I could cruise a little 
bit. If I could have gotten around 
sooner I might have been able to catch 
Hannah and given him a little race,” 
Barnett related afterwards. 

As the race drew to a close Weinert 
fell, LaPorte continued to fade back 
and Mike Bell moved into third place. 
Frank Stacy, the Cheektowaga 
Warrior, did a fantastic job with his 
Hi-Point KTM in holding off 
Kawasaki's Mosier for sixth. Steve 
Wise had dropped his Honda back to 
seventh when he banged his bad leg.

Team Britain humbled by Team USA

Team USA did what the British press said 
couldn’t be done - defeat what looked to be a 
vastly superior Team Britain in the ninth 
edition of the Annual Marlboro Transatlantic 


Trophy Match Races. Mike 
Baldwin led the charge, scoring 
88 points out of a possible 96, 
while teammates, captained by 
David Aldana, filled in mid-pack 
positions with regularity and stuck to 
team orders. 

The result was the third Team USA 
win in four years and a drubbing of 
Team Britain by the largest margin 
ever - 448 points to 335. The final 
round of the series at Oulton Park 
rammed home the American message 
that they are a force to be reckoned 
with as they placed the top four riders 
in each of the final legs. 

In addition to Baldwin and Aldana, 
the team consisted of Randy Mamola, 
Gene Romero, Rich Schlachter, Steve 
Baker, Wes Cooley, Dale Singleton 
and John Long. 

“Aldana was one of us,” said Single- 


ton, “and he really tried to use race 
strategy to set his grids, and that some- 
times meant putting a faster rider on 
the back row. But the strategy worked 
and the key to winning the series - that 
of filling the mid-pack spots with 
regularity - paid off handsomely. 


Brands Hatch 

Not even two magnificent rides by 
Britain's Barry Sheene could stop 
America taking a 14-point lead in the 
opening round of the Marlboro Trans- 
atlantic Trophy Match Races at Bran- 
ds Hatch. 

Sheene won both team races in con- 
vincing style, but the visitors, spear- 
headed by Dave Aldana, Mike Bald- 
win and Dale Singleton, all on 750cc 
Yamahas, made mockery of the sug- 
gestion that this would be a British 
walkover. 

After the opening 13-lap race, 
Britain led by 70 points to 65, but the 





Americans won the second 77 points to 
58, to swing the advantage in their 
favour. 

The British were in trouble even 
before the first race started. Barry Dit- 
chburn’s factory 750cc Kawasaki 
broke its gearbox on the warm-up lap, 
and after one false start, triggered off 
by American Mike Baldwin, Ron 
Haslam found his 750cc Pharoah 
Yamaha overheating on the line, and 
within three laps he had to stop. 

Ron was one of three British team- 
sters who had earned their place in the 
nine-man squad. The others were 
John Newbold on the Appleby Glade 
750cc Yamaha and, biggest surprise of 
all, 22-year-old Keith Huewen on the 
Len Manchester 750cc Yamaha. 

Haslam had been battling with 
Dave Aldana, the American skipper, 
on Paul Dahmen’s 750cc Yamaha, and 
Barry Sheene for second spot before 
the water boiled. 

But it took five laps for Sheene, 
Aldana, and John Newbold to catch 
the slick starting Baldwin, who waited, 
this time, for the flag. 

Sheene took command on the seven- 
th lap, and Newbold eased past Bald- 
win a lap later. Soon this leading quar- 
tet were joined by new British team 
member Tom Herron on the latest 
650cc Suzuki. 

While Sheene gave the 50,000 par- 
tisan crowd something to shout about 


as he led the pack for the remaining 
seven laps. Baldwin chased him hard, 
but lost valuable ground after a slide 
at Druids on the last lap, while 
Herron, Aldana and Newbold fought 
for third, fourth and fifth places. 

Poor Newbold was in trouble. His 
spectacles were gradually sliding down 
his nose, seriously affecting his vision, 
and he had to let the others go. 

Baldwin crossed the line only 1.3 
seconds down on Sheene, with a mere 
second separating the American from 
Tom Herron, with the same gap be- 
tween him and fourth place finisher 
Dave Aldana, and Newbold less than a 
second down on him. Just over four 
seconds separating the first five home! 

Mick Grant, having his first ever 
race on a 750cc Yamaha, took sixth 
place from visitor Dale Singleton on 
the line; so close that the timekeepers 
couldn't separate them. 

Further down the pack it was just as 
exciting. Teenager Randy Mamola 
was eighth, beating the brave Dave 
Potter, his injured shoulder strapped 
up, by just one second. 

Then came a trio covered by just 
half a second. New boy Keith Huewen 
won the dice from Americans Richard 
Schlachter and Steve Baker, who 
found his left arm very weak in his first 
race since breaking it and his left leg at 
the Canadian Formula 750 race at 
Mosport last October. 








Britain were ahead after this race by 
a mere five points, but the Americans 
were far from defeated. == 

“Hell, we can pull that back,” said 
Dale Singleton. And he was right! 

The teams were back to full strength 
for the start of the second race, but not 
for long. Mick Grant’s 750cc Yamaha 
on loan from Sid Griffiths, suddenly 
went on to three cylinders, and a plug 
swap did not improve matters. The 
British captain limped round for a few 
laps, and then decided to wait at the 
line to grab a few points. 

He was joined by American Steve 
Baker, ironically on another Sid Grif- 
fiths Yamaha. The throttle had stuck 
open on the fourth lap at Druids, and 
the last thing Steve wanted was 
another crash! 

Americans Aldana, Baldwin and 
Baker led the charge on the opening 
lap, but Ron Haslam, Tom Herron 
and Barry Sheene quickly muscled 
their way through to join them. 

Baker went, leaving Aldana in front, 
and Sheene battling with Baldwin and 
Herron. A frightening high speed 
crash at Westfield flicked Herron over 
the bars and into a stretch of un- 
protected Armco barrier. Miraculous- 
ly he was not seriously injured. 

As the race wore on, it looked as 
though Aldana might just hang on to 
the lead, but Sheene eventually went 
ahead two laps from home, and pulled 
away. To rub it in he even waved to 
the crowd on the last lap. 

Aldana was too wily to be drawn in- 
to a desperate last-lap scrap. He set- 
tled for a safe second place.

Mallory Park 

The Americans forged farther 
ahead of their British rivals after the 
second round of the Marlboro Trans- 
atlantic series at Mallory Park on 
Sunday, but again British riders 
provided the race winners. 

Barry Sheene grabbed victory on the 
last lap of the first teara race from a 
hard riding American Mike Baldwin,

but Sheene, making another sluggish 
start in the second event, could not 


repeat the feat. He had to settle for 


second spot, but just a couple of 
lengths, from teammate John 
Newbold. 

But the Americans packed the mid- 
field places, and despite losing Dale 
Singleton after a spectacular crash 
which forced the organizers to stop 
and re-run the second race, they 
travelled on to Oulton Park the final 
after increasing their lead from 14 
points to 30. 

The British squad suffered a cruel 
blow during the morning practice 
when Suzuki factory rider Tom 
Herron found that his left hand, in- 
jured in his Brands Hatch tumble, was 
still badly swollen because of a broken 
bone, and decided not to race. 

Quick-starting Mike Baldwin led 
the first race off the line but he was 
soon overhauled by ron Haslam to the 
delight of the 30,000 fans basking in 
the Easter sunshine. 

While this pair diced it out, though, 
Barry Sheen was moving up through 
the field. He nipped past Haslam on 
the fifteenth_lap to chase after Bald- 
win. Timing his move perfectly, 
Sheene went past the American on the 
climb to the hairpin and hung on to 
win by half a second. 

Haslam took third spot, with John 
Newbold fourth, and the third Brands 
Hatch qualifier Keith Huewen looked 
certain for a top placing before his 
front brake disappeared, and he 
pulled out, bitterly disappointed. 

Steve Baker was another front run- 
ner to retire early. Like Huewen, Steve 
quit on the sixth lap when the Wareen 
Willing prepared Yamaha seized. 


Mick Grant, on the other Sid Grif- 
fiths loaned Yamaha, moved up into 
fifth place with Huewen and Baker's 
retirement, but a front tire problem 
dropped him down the pack to finish a 
lowly fifteenth. 

The Americans once again packed 
those midfield places. Gene Romero, 
Randy Mamola, Dave Aldana, Dale 
Singleton and Richard Schlachter took 
the fifth to ninth places and the 
Americans were 31 points ahead. 

Singleton’s spectacular crash cut 
short the second team race after seven 
laps, but it was the Americans who 
had the most cause to regret the 
decision, quite apart from their 
feelings about the plight of their team- 
mate. 















For when the red flag went out, 
Mike Baldwin and Dave Aldana were 
up with Ron Haslam and John New- 
bold battling for supremacy. 

When the race did start, the distan- 
ce was cut from 22 laps to 15, the 
British team made a better start. For a 
while it looked as though the home 
riders might fill the first four places 
through Haslam, Newbold, Sheene 
and Potter. 

But Haslam had a rear tire pun- 
cture after nine laps and it was left to 
Sheene and Newbold to battle for 
supremacy. Barry's fans thought he 
was leaving it till the last lap, but 
Newbold hung on to win. 

The Americans finished strongly. 
Baldwin moved up into third place, 
and little Baker hit his old form to take 
fourth. 

Potter was fifth, but Mamola took 
sixth place, and Schlachter coaxed his 
Yamaha on three cylinders into seven- 
th place. 

Romero had been alongside Potter 
when the con rod broke on the last lap. 

Even so the British could only win 
the race by 68 points to 67, and the 
visitors were still 30 points ahead.

Oulton Park 

With a giant 93-point lead America 
clinched the Marlboro-sponsored 
Match Race series by the biggest ever 
margin at Oulton Park. 

They dominated the two 11-lap legs 
at the Cheshire circuit with Gene 
Romero winning both the races from 
teammate Mike Baldwin - to give a 
final points tally of 448 to 355 after the 
'six-race series. 

Even before racing started Britain 
was struggling when Barry Sheene’s 
Suzuki seized on the warm-up lap. He 
pulled into the pit road to change 
bikes, but the flag fell with him 
missing from the grid. Though he star- 
ted the race, he pulled in after only a 
lap when it was realized he had not 
come under starter’s orders. Ron 
Haslam was also left on the start line 





with a silent machine after attempting 
to cure a sticking throttle. 

Things went from bad to worse. At 
the end of the first lap John Newbold 
crashed at Old Hall Corner and was 
taken to the hospital with a broken 
leg. i 

Meanwhile the Americans had 
taken a stranglehold on the race. 
Romero and Baldwin were out in 
front, with fellow countrymem Baker, 
Mamola and Schlachter close on their 
heels. 

Best placed Briton in those early 
laps was a seemingly back-to-form 
Steve Parrish, but he slipped back to 
finish eighth, and Mick Grant in fifth 
position was their best placed rider. 

The second started dramatically 
when Barry Sheene was caught on the 
hop with the Suzuki out of gear when 
the flag dropped. Sheene left the grid 
last but one - while out front Romero 
and Baldwin were already opening up 
a lead in a repeat of their first leg bat- 
tle. 

With Newbold a non-starter and 
Haslam using a spare machine the 
British squad was very weak - and it 
showed at the end of the third lap 
when Americans filled the first five 
positions ahead of Potter. 

Things got even more desperate 
when Sheene retired at the end of the 
sixth lap with a rattling engine. 

While Romero and Baldwin fought 
it out in front no more than a hand- 
kerchief covered the chasing pack of 
Mamola, Baker, Aldana, Potter, 
Parrish and Haslam. 

Behind them Keith Huewen passed 
both Schlachter and John Long, but 
his race ended on the final lap when 
the engine seized. 

Haslam passed both Grant and 
Parrish to be fifth, first Briton home, 
while Mamola held off Baker. °

Team Yoshimura

“Where’s the beer?” laughed Dave Aldana as 
he stepped. off the Yoshimura R&D-sponsored 
Suzuki GS1000 that he and teammate Dave 
Emde had just used to win the American Fed- 


eration of Motorcylists’ On Any 
Sunday II Ontario 6-Hour En- 
durance Race. “We were a little 
close on the tire,” he said a minute 
later in a more serious vein as crew 
members inspected the rear slick, ex- 
cessively worn on the righthand side. 
“We were thinking about stopping a 
couple of times.” 

Then he grinned again, “Should 
have some money to party now!” Emde 
agreed. 

David Emde had been at the 
controls six hours earlier when the two 
wave, 100-team starting field had 
burned off Ontario Motor Speedway’s 
starting line. He'd seen the Vetter 
Fairings-sponsored Kawasaki, piloted 
by Reg Pridmore at the time, and the. 
Racecrafters Kawasaki under the 
guidance of Steve McLaughlin put the 
Yoshimura bike in third in the 
opening laps. But after that, neither 
he nor Aldana had settled for second 


place. 
When the green flag dropped, the 
impressive front row — Pridmore, 


McLaughlin, Emde, the Richard 
Schlachter/Richard Chambers 
Ducati, the John Bettencourt/Martin 
Carney works Kawasaki, the 
Yoshimura Speed Center Suzuki 
ridden by Rudy Galindo and Dave 


Langford and the Billy Addington/ . 





Dick Kilgroe/Carry Koeshgerian 
KZ1000 Kawasaki — shot for Ontario’s 
turn one. 

Emde led at the end of the first lap 
with the Vetter bike close behind and 
McLaughlin’s Racecrafters Kawasaki 
in draft. McLaughlin, the '78 Daytona 
Superbike winner, found a way 
around Pridmore on lap two, and the 
three crossed the start/finish line in 
tight formation. Emde lost two spots 
on the third time around; both 
McLaughlin and Pridmore got past. 

But McLaughlin’s minutes were 
numbered. On the next lap, he came 
riding slowly into the pits, smoke 
billowing from the exhaust system. 


- The number two piston had failed, 


and their day was over. 

Pridmore held the lead, keeping the 
Vetter Superbike scant feet. ahead of 
the Emde’s Yoshimura bullet, and the 
two began lapping slower riders only 
10 minutes into the six-hour event. 
Pridmore stayed in front for a couple 
laps, then Emde got past to lead again 
with Pridmore’s Vetter machine 
pacing the race within easy striking 
distance. The Schlachter/Chambers 
Ducati maintained third ahead of the 
Galindo/Langford Yoshimura Speed 
Center Suzuki, the Mallonee/Pietri 
Warland Engineering Kawasaki, the 
Gordon Seim/Jeff Little S&S Kawasaki 





strafes Ontario 


and the works Kawasaki ridden by 
Bettencourt. 

The Seim/Little Kawasaki crashed 
a lap later along with the Earl Smith/ 
Gary Costa Can-Am and the Michael 
Moore/John West/Robert Brawn 
Yamaha, both a lap down. 

Top positions then held firm until, 
approximately a half hour into the 
race, Pridmore’s hand went up, and 
the Vetter bike pulled into the pits. 
That left Emde alone out in front, the 
Schlachter/Chambers Ducati in 
second and the Mallonee/Pietri 
Kawasaki fighting off pressure from 
the Yoshimura Speed Center machine 
and the factory Kawasaki. Steve 
Mallonee had his hands full trying to 
keep third. 

“I thought it was handling funny,” 
he said later. The bike had two flat 
tires. 

Lap 17 marked the most spectacular 
moment of the race in a frightening 
crash that brought out the red flag, 
halting the event. John Bettencourt 
had the works Kawasaki Superbike 

on the front straight, tucked in 
behind the Yoshimura Speed Center 
Suzuki, when suddenly the Yosh bike 
whipped to the side. Dead ahead was a 
lapped 400cc Yamaha travelling at a 
much slower speed. Bettencourt hit it 
flat out, breaking the Kawasaki's triple 
clamps under the impact, bending the 
Yamaha's rear rim into a near-perfect 
elipse, and sending both riders sliding 
down the asphalt with their broken 
machines. Amazingly, neither was 
seriously injured. 

The red flag naturally set the pit 
crews working, changing tires and 
refuelling, and it gave the Vetter team 
opportunity to get their machine back 
into action. 

On the restart, Dave Aldana took 
over the Yoshimura R&D Suzuki, 





grabbed the holeshot and led the other 
Yoshimura entry and the Vetter 
Kawasaki through the first turn. 
Again, the Vetter bike, this time with 
Keith Code riding, was experiencing 
problems, apparently with fuel flow. 
Code made several pit stops, and the 
Vetter crew checked and cleaned fuel 
lines, eventually finding a clogged 
fuel tank vent tube. Code made one 
more stop after that, taking a short cut 
across the infield and through the 
garage area before they finally solved 
the problem. Then he and reigning 
AMA Superbike Champion Reg 
Pridmore had their work cut out for 
them making up for lost time. They 
eventually worked up to seventh place 
at the finish. 

Roberto Pietri started three laps 
down after the two flats on the 
Mallonee/Pietri Kawasaki kept the pit 
crew busy during the restart. They too 
had lots of lost time to make up, and 
they did well, making it up to sixth 
overall at the end. 

Twenty minutes after the restart, 
Aldana had established a 15 second 
lead. 

At the 80-lap mark, approximately 
halfway, the Yoshimura R&D bike 
held the lead safely, and the 
announcer offered a rundown on what 
was happening in the various classes 
back in the pack. The John Fuchs/ 
Dan Sorensen 738cc Kawasaki was 
leading in the 750cc class with the 
John Ulrich/Pat Eagan Cycle World 
Suzuki, fast qualifiers for the class, still 
a threat. The Salvedor Avelar/Bill 
Storer Honda held third ahead of 
eventual winners, the Robert 
Runyard/Frans Vandenbroek/Roger 
Hagie 650cc Kawasaki. 

The Ontario Moto Tech/Motorcyclést 


_Magazine 550cc Suzuki, piloted by Art 


Friedman and Jeff Karr, was doing 


business in the 550cc class. Running 
second was the Charles McDonald/ 
Hal Colman/Will Harding 492cc 
Honda. Third was the Gary Broeder/ 
John Buddenbaum 500cc Yamaha; 
they would settle for fifth by the end of 
the event. Fourth and fifth places were 
under control of the eventual 2-3 
placers in class behind the winning 
Motorcyclist group, the Jeff Gehrs/ 
Michael Morse team and the Dick 
Basford/ Wade Boyd Honda team. 

In the 410cc category, the winning 
John Williams/Glen Shopher/Douglas 
Draper Yamaha had the race already 
in hand, and they were followed by the 
other Motorcyclist magazine team of 
Ken Vreeke and Rich Cox. Third at 
the time was the Mike Baeder/Darrell 
Lee team; they eventually would take 
second; the Motorcyclist team 
dropped out. Fourth place was held by 
the John Welch/Dennis Rogers 
Yamaha. 

With tire wear the only problem, 
and that only near the end of the race, 
the Yoshimura bike sailed on out in 
front. 


From -the halfway point on, the 
overall, Open, 550cc and 410cc 
victories were settled. The 750cc class, 
however, saw some changes. The 
Fuchs/Sorensen Kawasaki and the 
Ulrich/ Eagan Suzuki made forced pit 
stops which whittled away their 
halftime leads and allowed the 
ultimate winners, Runyard/Vanden- 
broke/Hagie, to take command. The 
Ulrich/Eagan Cycle World bike took 
the lead while the Fuch/Sorensen 
Kawasaki was in the pits, then they too 
had to stop when Ulrich’s front tire 
went flat at the five-hour, 15-minute 
mark. They switched front wheels, 
returned to the track, then pitted 
again three laps later to change the 
rear slick. It had worn through to the 
cords. Ulrich and Eagan put the stock 
Suzuki wheels and tires on and rode to 
finish second. Fuchs and Sorensen had 
to settle for third. 

As the clock wound down, the 
Yoshimura pit crew flashed Aldana a 
sign marked, “OK?” referring to the 
tire wear problem. Aldana gave them 
the high sign and kept pushing the 
Suzuki to 2:08-2:10 lap times. 

Suddenly it was over. Aldana came 
down the front straight, the crew 
flashed him a lap time, and the 
checkered flag appeared, much to the 
team’s relief. The last few laps were 
tense, to say the least. 

“Another day, another. race,” 
Yoshimura’s Joe Weinroth shrugged in 
mock indifference. But the grin that 
was breaking through his full beard 
and ‘stache was too big to hide. e

AMA Grand National Championship/ 
Winston Pro Series Preview: 


The Rookies 


By Gary Van Voorhis 


From all indications, the AMA Grand National 
Championship/ Winston Pro Series promises 
to produce one of the best battles for Rookie 
of the Year since 1972 when Gary Scott, Ken- 


ny Roberts and Mike Kidd 
moved into the Expert class. 

The top six riders overall in 
last year's Junior class are 
making what amounts to a full scale 
attack on the title of Rookie of the 
Year. Although the title carries no 
monetary reward with it, sponsorship 
backing does come easier when you 
have a major accomplishment to 
bargain with. 


Leading off this talented six pack of 
achievers is Michigan’s Scott Parker, 
who topped the Junior class in both 
total points and dirt track points. 
Ranking behind Parker were Califor- 
nia’s Wayne Rainey, Oregon's John 
Wincewicz, Ohio's Tommy Duma, 
Charlie Roberts of Illinois and Okla- 
homa’s Ronnie Jones. 

In addition, Parker holds one other 
honor. He is the youngest rider to ever 
attain Expert ranking on the cham- 
pionship circuit. Parker turned 17 on 
November 21 of last year. 

Agewise, the rest of the group fall 
in the 18-19 year-old group with 
Tommy Duma the oldest after 
celebrating his 19th birthday just after 
this year's Houston Nationals. 

Although all were at Houston for 
the Winston Pro Series openers, only 
Jones had any success. Jones hustled 
his way to a spot in the Short Track 
National and then made it pay off 
with a fifth place finish worth 10 
National points. That finish was equal 
to the best ride of any of last year's 
rookie candidates. 

The Sacramento Mile, which would 
have been the first real test of all six 
outside the artificial track at Houston, 
did not work out as such. Tommy 
Duma and Charlie Roberts had to give 
the race a miss. Duma felt that he did 
not have enough work finished on his 
Harley and would therefore wait until 
San Jose to make the trip west worth- 
while. 

Roberts, on the other hand, found 


himself in a real dilemma. The 
Harley-Davidson XR750 he had or- 
dered had not arrived and rather than 
make a trip to Sacramento with year- 
old Yamahas, he decided to pass up 


the National. 
Sacramento, for those who raced, 


proved to be a bit of a disappoint- 
ment. Scott Parker had equipment 
problems, John Wincewicz crashed his 
heat. Wayne Rainey put in a fourth 
place ride in his heat but couldn’t back 
it up in the semi. Ronnie Jones hung in 
there to take second in the Trophy 
Race. None scored any National 
points. 

The stage is now set for a heads-up 
meeting at San Jose. 

Can one of these talented riders 
collect a National win? Perhaps. The 
last rider to do so was 1976 Rookie of 
the Year Garth Brow, and he didn’t do 
the deed until the final race of the 
season. 

If there is one thing that draws the 
six together other than a common 
goal, it is talk about sponsorship. They 
know that this will be not only a long 
season, but an expensive one as well. 
Their sponsorship packages vary from 
strong to family supported, and only 


time will tell who will survive. 
The best way to get to know these 


stars of the future is to take a look at 
them individually - and alphabetically 
so that no ranking exists - to firmly 
plant their names in your mind, 

While all the glory and a majority of 
the headlines go to the chase for the 
Winston Pro Series crown, keep an eye 
on these six and watch the fight for 
Rookie of the Year. It could prove to 
be very exciting. 

Who will win the title? It could be 
any of the six. Collectively, they agree 
that there will be a battle for the entire 
year and that whoever wins will know 
he has been in a fight. 

If Ohio rider Tommy Duma has his 
way, this will be the year to “put Ohio 
on the map rather than Michigan.” 
Duma sees the RoY battle as a close 





one with on rider running away from 
the rest. “A close battle,” says Duma, 
“will be good for both the riders and 
the fans. Close competition makes you 
rider harder, and that, in turn, makes 
you a better rider.” 

Coming from Ohio, Duma naturally 
calls half miles his strongest point. 
“They say it will be hard to learn some 
of the West Coast tracks because they 
are different. I don't really know. I 
guess I'll have to find out. I'm looking 
forward to running the miles because 
I've got a lot to learn there since I 
never had much chance to ride many 
of them as a Junior.” 

Like most of his rivals, Duma didn't 
worry about turning expert. “I try to 
take things one race at a time and not 
worry about other things. Hey, they 
(the Experts) put their pants on just 
like I do. The racing is a little closer 
and the competition a little tougher, 
other than that it’s just another race.” 

While most riders only talk about 
the problems in getting adequate 
sponsorship, Duma (and Roberts) are 
doing something about it. He has put 
together a press kit which includes a 
record of his past racing accomplish- 
ments, letters of recommendation and 
an outline of what he feels that he can 
to for the potential sponsor. It is one 
stop toward a professional effort. 

Duma will be riding out or Warren 
(Ohio) Harley-Davidson with backing 
from O’Brien Flowmetrics, Carlisle, 
Out Front Number Plates and his 
parents. David Hubinsky will handle 
tuning chores. 

The come-back award for the Junior 
ranks in 1978 belongs to Ronnie 
Jones. The Oklahoma flier broke his 
ankle on June 11 and was out of racing 
for two months, returning to action on 
August 11. Although he missed the 
meat of the season, Jones still managed 
to fight his way into the AMA Central 
Regional Championship. He did it in 
Cinderella fashion by winning the title 
in a last-lap, last-corner charge in the 
final Regional of the season. In doing 
so, he joined the select company of 
Greg Sassaman and Lance Jones as the 
only rider to win Novice and Junior 
Regional Championship titles. 

“I'm looking for sponsors, but they 
are very hard to come by. I want to be 
Rookie of the Year, and I think that I 
have as good a chance as anyone. I'll 
do as many Nationals as I can afford 
to. If I feel that I've got a chance, I'll 
find a way to scrape together expenses 
to get to every event. 

“I want to be consistent. I feel that it 
wouldn't be out of the question to 
finish in the top ten with a little luck. 
It would be nice. But I'm realistic and 
I know that things are super tough, so 
we'll see how it goes. 

“I think I have an edge in some 
respects in that I grew up racing with 
the Experts. Randy Cleek, Phil Mc- 
Donald, the Cartwright brothers and a 
lot of other good riders were the ones I 
raced against on the short tracks 
around here.” 

Jones, sponsored primarily by his 
mother, will also be receiving help 
from Viper Racing Frames in his short 
track efforts. He had Carl Patrick do 
work on his engine over the winter and 
will maintain the bikes himself. 


At age 17, Scott Parker is the 
youngest rider ever to obtain Expert 
class ranking. Through AMA rule 
changes, Parker was able to literally 
blitz his way through the Novice ranks 
in the first races of the season last year 
and then jump right into the Junior 
class without skipping a beat. 

His strong suit last year was equip- 
ment which, in some cases, made up 
for his youthful exhuberence. His an- 
tics with a throttle produced a crash or 
win aura that surrounded the 
Michigan rider. His rivals are quick to 
point out that Parker may just take too 
many chances. 


One thing in Parker's favor, 
whether it means anything or not, is 
that he too is from Flint, Michigan, 
and keeping alive the string of Flint 
riders who have continued to trickle 
out of there. Jay Springsteen, Parker’s 
hero as he grew up, is now a rival. “I'd 
like to beat Springer, I really would,” 
he says candidly. 

“Knowing you are the youngest 
rider out there makes you feel a little 
different. I don’t really feel any dif- 
ferent, but you know that everyone has 
their eyes on you. 

“I'm out to do as well as I can this 
season. I think I've definitely got a 
good shot at Rookie of the Year, and if 
my luck holds out, a very good chance 
to make it into the top ten. 

“I would have to say that my strong 
point will be on the miles because I'm 
light and I believe that I'll have some 
very fast equipment. Going to the 
Nationals out West will be an ex- 
perience because I've never been there 
before. I know that I'll have to get 
used to the groove tracks, but wait un- 
til we get back East on the cushions 
like Louisville. That’s where I’m at 
home.” 

Parker will ride under the Klotz/ 
Wiseco banner with machinery out of 
Cummings Harley-Davidson of Flint, 
Michigan. Rick Toldo, who has 
backed Parker provers his racing 
career, will assist in the tuning chores 
along with Tex Peel, Mike Johnson 
and Bill Collins. 

Californian Wayne Rainey has 
probably done more traveling than 
any of the other rookie candidates. He 
made swings east with Hank Scott and 
sponsor Shell Thuet in his Novice year 
and was back East last season traveling 
with Eddie Lawson. In each of his 
trips, Rainey rode as much as he could 
and watched and listened when he 
couldn't. The experience will help. 

Rainey could be considered the un- 
derdog of the group if for no other 
reason than he will be a Yamaha rider 
adrift in a sea of Harley-Davidsons. 
But that really doesn’t concern him. 
Shell Thuet, acknowledged as one of 
the best Yamaha _ tuner/builders 
around, will be sponsoring Rainey and 
that adds up to-an ace in the hole ac- 
cording to all his rivals. The con- 
census, it appears, is that if anyone 
can make a Yamaha work, it is 
Rainey, and that he will be tough. 

“Shell (Thuet) has told me that this 
will be his last year of going on the cir- 
cuit,” says Rainey. “But I intend to do 
so good that he won't be able to retire. 
I think we have a good chance to get 
Rookie of the Year. It is definitely one 
of my goals. 


“The biggest problem, I figure, will 
be trying to make the bike hook up on 
some of the groove tracks. One thing 
that I would like to do is to make the 
National program in at least three 
mile Nationals to prove to everyone 
that the Yamaha isn’t really an under- 
dog. I don't even think about the 
Harley riders, let them worry about 
themselves. 

Shell Racing Specialties will again 
sponsor Rainey with is parents lending 
an additional hand on his Yamaha 
mounts. Shell Thuett, John Reed, 
along with Wes Rainey will handle the 
tuning chores. 


Charlie Roberts didn’t hesitate to 
start burning up the tracks when he 
got his professional license. The 
Illinois rider topped the nation in 1977 
as a Novice and then wrestled his way 
to fifth in total points last year while 
riding a Yamaha. 

Roberts is a very positive thinker and 
gives himself as good or better advan- 
tage than anyone going for RoY. 
“Financially, I am better off than most 
in that I have a strong sponsorship 
program. The title will probably be

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Vetter bike unveiled

Craig Vetter unveiled his long-awaited “Mystery 
Ship,” a motorcycle he describes as the bike of 
the future, at Willow Springs Raceway for ini- 
tial testing prior to its entry in the AFM On 


Any Sunday II Ontario 6-Hour 
road race. The bike touched 
asphalt for the first time in its 
life not far from where NASA 


revealed the Space Shuttle, the space 
ship of the future, in Palmdale 20 
miles away. Like the shuttle, Vetter’s 
Mystery Ship, as it is called for now, 
will be very expensive and only a 
handful of people will be lucky enough 
to fly it. 

“I consider it to be the crowning 
achievement of my motorcycling 
career,” said Vetter. “The Mystery 
Ship is everything a sport motorcycle 
ought to be. To me, it’s the way 
motorcycles are likely to look 10 years 
from now...It’s without a doubt the 
best thing I've ever done.” 

As it is, the machine is the latest step 
in Vetter’s career which began with 
the creation of his now-famous tour 
fairings, and will “hopefully someday” 
culminate in the design and creation 
of a complete motorcycle from the 
ground up. The cobby-looking but 





futuristic prototype is based upon 
Vetter’s Superbike Championship- 
winning Kawasaki 1000 with a 
modified frame, race-built motor and 
running gear topped off with specially- 
designed fiberglass bodywork which 
integrates the fairing, fuel tank cover 
and seat into one continuous, 
aerodynamic unit. 

In comparing the Mystery Ship to 
the BSA/Triumph Hurricane he had 
designed in the late sixties, Vetter 
said, “Even though it is a bigger, 
longer, more comprehensive body, it’s 
not a straight line; it’s still angular. It 
starts out high in front, then down at 
the lowest point where the rider sits 
and then goes back up again in the 
rear. It’s streamlined but angular. It 
has a number of devices that stop- 
interrupt-and-stop your eye and make 
you titillated by its details and 
workings. The Mystery Ship is 
designed to make the mechanics pop 
out even more than they do on a 
standard Kawasaki. They do it with 
a very carefully planned juxtaposition 





of sculptural shapes and exposed 
mechanical components.” 

The bike, which has been in 
development for the past 18 months, 
had not seen the light of day in one 
piece prior to its debut and testing at 
Willow where it was given a summary 
wringing out by Vetter rider Keith 
Code who will co-ride it in the Six- 
Hour with teammate, current AMA 
Superbike champ Reg Pridmore. The 
bodywork arrived at the track in a 
pickup with the rolling chassis coming 
a few minutes later in the Vetter 
racing van. Since the two had never 
met before, the Vetter racing crew, 
including tuner Pierre des Roches, 
Duane Auscherman and Steve Posson 
spent a couple of hours making all the 
fiberglass pieces fit each other, then 
making all of them fit onto the rest of 
the bike. 

A bizarrely-shaped aluminum fuel 
tank, contoured to fit underneath the 
bodywork, was first slipped on, With 
that in place, the crew then had to cut 
holes into the virgin fiberglass for 
access to the fuel filler and vent line. 
The body's main section was later 
mounted with the nosepiece attached 
last. 

Once underway on the track, a few 
hot laps by Code later brought up the 
possibility of cutting away part of the 
body to accommodate Code’s shins, 
which continually bumped against the 
pointed lower edge of the fairing/ 

















lower body area. The decision to make 
that cut was temporarily shelved when 
it was determined that a pair of 
footpegs set further back could be 
fabricated. Also discovered in the 
process was the fact that a hole had to 
be cut to service the engine's oil filler. 

Runs were made with and without a 
windscreen in attempts to see how the 
bike handled on the track and how 
aerodynamically sound the overall 
design was. Vetter expressed some 
concern over the windscreen which 
prompted the comparison runs. The 
screen was thought to be too thin to 
stand up to 120 mph speeds going 
down Willow's front straight; then 
maybe it was too high. The screen will 
remain but was cut down a tad for 
Ontario. 

The only problem that did crop up 
during the tests was a slight wobble 
reported by Code and later confirmed 
by des Roches when he took to the 
track. The wobble, it seemed, 
occurred as the ship went down the 
straight. After much discussion and 
concern over where the problem was 
and how it would be corrected, a small 
air dam was taped under the nose in 
front of the air scoop on the body. 
That apparently fixed it. 

Power wasn't of major concern 
during the test because that was 
something the team had already licked 
in the dyno room and on the track. 
The Mystery Ship was tested with the 


1978 Superbike engine tucked in the 
frame without the benefit of an oil 
cooler since the whole exercise was 
aimed primarily at how the whole 
package would handle. Appropriately 
enough, Code pushed the machine 
around the track at only %» the effort, 
especially since a crash would have 
meant disaster. This was the only 
Mystery Ship, and replacement would 
have been impossible by Ontario. For 
the debut at the Six Hours, the 
Mystery Ship was decked out in the 
Vetter racing colors and sported the 
1979 Superbike motor, all 136 horses 
of it ready to rip. 

After Ontario, the Mystery Ship will 
submerge once again, whereupon 
preparations will be made for limited 
production. The primary effort will 
be, according to Vetter, to produce 
enough machines for the AMA’s 
minimum production requirements so 
it may qualify for Superbike competi- 
tion. This will hopefully be met by late 
summer, says Vetter. 

Machines, when they become 
available, will fall into the category of 
rolling/riding exotica, much like the 
current specialty cars such as the 
Clenet, Auburn and several Italian 
makes. That means exquisite detail, 
high quality, beauty as well as being 
very, very expensive. Vetter_put it this 
way: 

“When you're talking about real 
magnesium wheels (bikes will be 
equipped with Morris Mags) and 
frame modifications and exotic 
coachwork, you're talking about 
thousands of dollars. The Mystery 
Ship is going to be very expensive; and 
although a lot of people may love it 
and want it, only a few are going to 
have it. 

“But the point is, it is unquestion- 
ably the best. It is unquestionably 
the highest quality; it is unquestion- 
ably exotic, and it is unquestionably 
genuine. It’s the kind of thing that 
more than likely will be worth more 
the second day you have it than the 
first day. 

“It’s basically a motorcycle that you 
can love but you can drive. I kind of 
see it, more than anything else, as 
something you put on display in your 
office or in your house. It isn’t the kind 
of thing that you put a tarp over and 
forget about; it’s too emotional.” 

Vetter went on to describe his 
creation as “a reflection of our times 
and a reflection of how I feel about 
what motorcycles ought to be like for 
today.” 

In addition to its aesthetic and 
mechanical values, Vetter explained 
the many functions that the Mystery 
Ship will be required to fill. The 
mission it has in life will extend 
beyond its design or the desire that 
Vetter has for it to win races. 

“It has to be highly identifiable, it 
has to be unique. One of its functions 
is to predict the future. Another of its 
functions is to take your breath away. 
Another function is to install pride of 
ownership — to make you stand out in 
a crowd of sameness. Another function 
is to be very special in the continuum 
of time; to be real, not synthetic. Like 
it really has got a race-proven frame; it 
really has got race wheels — just like 
on our superbike. It has real parts on 
it. 

“One of its functions is to be an 
object of art of very, very high quality 
not easily duplicated, simply because 
what goes into it is virtually all hand- 
made components that make it what it 
is. 

“Another function is to be legendary 
— to be talked about when people 
bring up the subject of motorcycles. . . 
It’s daring, it’s innovative; it’s going to 
have a place in history. It is a bike 
pulled from the future in many, many 
ways that only time will prove — or 
disprove.” e
